Gen.  William  H.  Arnold,  commander 
at  Cebu,  revealed  that  the  Japanese 
surrender  on  August  28,  1945,  was 
opposed  by  Gen.  Douglas  MacArthur. 
After  taking  the  first  large  field  sur- 
render of  Japanese  forces,  General 
Arnold  radioed  General  MacArthur 
in  Manila  that  he  had  arranged  for 
the  general  surrender  on  August  28th. 
The  reply  was  stunning:  ".  .  .  under 
no  circumstances  will  you  accept  a 
surrender  prior  to  September  4th." 
General  Arnold's  reply  stated  that 
unless  he  was  permitted  to  carry  out 
the  agreed  surrender,  there  would  be 
more  useless  fighting.  MacArthur's 
headquarters  then  replied  that  in- 
formal surrender  would  be  permitted, 
but  without  publicity.  Our  Americal 
Division  accepted  the  August  28th 
surrender  which  was  formal,  but 
there  was  no  publicity  until  after  the 
war.

Should  Congress 

Curb  The  Powers  Of  The  IRS?

The  story  of  the  In- 
ternal Revenue  Service  is  a  history 
of  a  tax  collection  agency  drunk 
with  power,  ruthlessly  smashing 
dissent  among  its  own  personnel 
and  brazenly  roughing  up  taxpayers 
at  will.  The  IRS  defies  and  intimi- 
dates its  Congressional  creators  to 
go  virtually  unchallenged  in  its 
blatant  illegal  exercise  of  awesome 
powers  against  the  American  public. 
If  the  IRS  decides  that  you  have 
underpaid  your  taxes,  it  has  and  uses  the  right  to  assess 
what  it  decides  you  owe  and  then,  without  court  proceed- 
ings or  order,  it  can  and  often  does  lien  and  take  all  but 
$50  of  your  weekly  wages.  Also  without  court  order,  it 
can  seize  your  home  and  sell  it,  no  matter  how  much  or 
little  you  owe.  Upon  the  sole  signature  of  the  local  IRS 
office  supervisor,  it  can  and  does  seize  bank  accounts, 
automobiles  and  anything  else  it  can  find,  all  without  you 
— the  victim — ever  having  a  chance  to  make  your  case  in 
a  court  of  law.  The  IRS  is  prosecutor,  judge  and  jury  and 
you  have  little  or  no  recourse  from  its  findings. 

Two  of  the  most  recent  Commissioners  of  Internal 
Revenue  have  testified  before  Congress  that  fear  is  an 
essential  element  in  the  collection  of  income  taxes  from 
individuals.  This  was  demonstrated  in  Colorado  recent- 
ly: in  a  mass  strike  against  a  small  community,  the  IRS 
seized  and  sold  the  $80,000  home  of  a  tax  delinquent  for 
$1,600,  not  one  cent  of  which  went  to  reduce  the  alleged 
tax  delinquency.  The  seizure  and  sale  were  purely  puni- 
tive— to  teach  the  taxpayer  and  the  rest  of  us  a  lesson. 

This  is  not  unusual.  A  memo  from  an  IRS  official  to 
one  of  its  attorneys  clearly  states  the  underlying  rea- 
soning for  banging  on  a  taxpayer  when  it  produces  no 
money  for  the  government,  ".  .  .  the  taxpayer  is  com- 
mitted to  spend  time  and  money  defending  his  position." 
More  such  examples  of  IRS  abuses  are  described  in  a 
book  I  wrote  on  this  subject,  which  offers  advice  on 
fighting  back  against  the  IRS. 

To  curb  IRS  abuses,  I  have  introduced  the  Taxpayer 
Protection  Act  (H.R.  4093),  which  reduces  the  agency 
to  its  basic  function  as  a  collection  service  for  taxes 
with  the  same  power  for  debt  collection  as  other  gov- 
ernment agencies  and  businesses. 

The  IRS  itself  admits  that  97  percent  of  all  personal 
income  taxes  are  paid  voluntarily  without  need  for  any 
collection  activity.  Why  should  IRS  problems  with  3 
percent  of  the  people  open  the  door  to  police-state  tac- 
tics which  not  only  are  counterproductive,  but  which 
also  cost  us  dearly  in  terms  of  liberty  and  dignity,  what- 
ever the  income  generated.  Congress  must  demand  that 
the  IRS  get  back  to  collecting  taxes,  not  scalps.

The  Congress  should  not 
act  to  reduce  the  powers  of  the  In- 
ternal Revenue  Service.  The  IRS 
has  a  difficult  job  to  do  for  the 
American  people  and  must  be  giv- 
en the  tools  for  the  task. 

Taxes  are  an  unfortunate  and 
admittedly  unpleasant  fact  of  life. 
But,  as  the  motto  over  the  entrance 
to  the  IRS  states,  "Taxes  are  the 
price  we  pay  for  a  civilized  society." 
No  one  enjoys  paying  his  or  her 
taxes.  Yet,  we  must  remember  that  tax  collections  pay 
for  the  many  necessary  services  we  enjoy  as  Americans 
such  as  our  national  defense,  our  highway  system  and 
retirement  security. 

In  order  to  have  an  efficient  and  fair  tax  system,  we 
must  have  a  tax  collection  agency  which  is  capable  of 
doing  its  job  for  the  American  people.  Fair  tax  laws 
alone  do  not  guarantee  a  high  level  of  compliance.  The 
IRS  has  the  responsibility  and  must  have  the  power  to 
insure  that  honest  and  compliant  taxpayers  are  not  re- 
quired to  pay  more  than  their  fair  share.  If  some  are 
avoiding  the  payment  of  their  fair  share,  it  simply 
means  that  the  rest  of  us  have  to  make  up  the  differ- 
ence. When  the  IRS  does  not  have  adequate  powers  or 
resources  to  do  its  job,  an  unfair  burden  falls  on  com- 
pliant taxpayers. 

The  burdens  placed  on  the  IRS  are  increasing  yearly. 
Effectively  dealing  with  added  burdens  such  as  tax 
protestors,  complex  tax  shelter  schemes,  the  under- 
ground economy,  unreported  drug  related  income  and 
the  growing  problem  of  false  withholding  claims  have 
severely  hampered  the  IRS  from  conducting  its  normal 
duties.  In  addition,  the  IRS  has  recently  been  given  the 
responsibility  of  administering  the  windfall  profits  tax 
— one  of  the  most  complex  tax  bills  ever  passed. 

To  be  sure,  there  are  occasionally  abuses  of  the  power 
which  the  IRS  possesses.  Any  organization  of  90,000 
individuals  spread  over  the  50  states  is  bound  to  have 
a  certain  number  of  overzealous,  irresponsible  or  unin- 
formed members.  Since  the  IRS  employee  holds  the 
public  trust,  any  violation  or  abuse  of  trust  should  be 
dealt  with  promptly  and  harshly.  As  a  member  of  the 
Subcommittee  of  the  House  Ways  and  Means  Commit- 
tee which  oversees  the  conduct  of  the  IRS,  I  have  taken 
an  active  role  in  seeing  that  taxpayers'  rights  are  assured 
and  that  unfair  practices  are  not  allowed  to  continue. 

The  Internal  Revenue  Service  has  a  thankless  job  to 
do  that  makes  possible  many  benefits  to  our  society.  If 
their  powers  to  do  that  job  are  reduced,  it  will  mean  that 
honest  taxpayers  will  end  up  shouldering  a  greater  bur- 
den in  the  long  run.

In  a  time  when  railroad  travel  has 
been  all  but  forgotten,  and  Amtrak 
is  in  peril,  it  is  difficult  to  compre- 
hend the  compelling  fascination  that 
railroads  possessed  for  an  entire  na- 
tion for  more  than  100  years.  Trains 
had  a  romantic  appeal,  far  beyond 
mere  transportation;  they  exercised 
a  charm  upon  the  human  spirit. 

There's  an  irresistible  lure  to  the 
mystic  compound  called  railroading 
and  it's  not  just  old-timers  who  grow 
misty  eyed  at  the  sight  of  a  steam 
engine.  The  old,  neglected  train, 
with  its  huge,  snorting  bulk  and  the 
dignity  of  age,  has  created  an  as- 
tonishing nostalgia  even  among 
those  who  never  knew  the  age  of 
steam.  The  result  is  a  sudden  mush- 
rooming of  restored  railroads. 

The  Denver  &  Rio  Grande  nar- 


row-gauge Silverton  passenger  ser- 
vice had  been  all  but  abandoned, 
then  rail  fans  heard  about  it.  There 
was  a  surging  rally  to  the  dying  line, 
and  suddenly  the  car  was  full  on 
every  trip.  Now  the  railroad  is  run- 
ning long  tourist  trains  with  every 
available  piece  of  rolling  equipment. 
It's  one  of  the  most  spectacular  rail- 
road trips  in  the  U.S.  today,  travel- 
ing through  the  canyon  of  the  Ani- 
mas River  and  climbing  in  45  miles 
from  6,500  feet  at  Durango  to  9,288 
at  Silverton. 

Nevada's  Virginia  &  Truckee  Rail- 
road, too,  has  been  restored,  and 
runs  with  full  loads  from  May  to 
September,  past  the  tailings  of  old 
mines  that  once  made  Virginia  City 
the  greatest  treasure  trove  the  world 
had  then  known.  In  the  days  of  its 
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glory,  the  V  &  T  routinely  pulled  the 
private  cars  of  Presidents,  kings  and 
the  wealthiest  tycoons  on  earth.  Few 
lines  have  had  such  a  sentimental 
following  in  nostalgia. 

In  Northern  California,  rail  fans 
jam  into  a  logging  train  called  the 
"Skunk,"  that  rattles  through  40 
miles  of  heavy  forest,  switchbacks, 
trestles  and  tunnels — twice  a  day, 
every  day  of  the  year.  Most  of  the 
passengers  are  young  to  middle  aged. 
But  they  all  hang  on  the  words  of 
the  old-timers  aboard,  men  whose 
train  talk  is  marinated  in  wistful 
nostalgia  for  the  magnificent  ma- 
chines of  the  past.  "It  would  sure 
make  me  feel  real  good  to  see  it 
again,"  says  one.  "In  a  railroad 
camp,  just  the  thrill  of  watching  a 
shay  heading  for  the  woods  on  a 
crisp,  frosty  morning  with  a  long 
string  of  cars  pushing  after,  whistle 
blowing,  echoing  through  the  hills 
.  .  .  it's  a  magnificent  sight." 


dying  lines.  Rail  buffs  go  crazy,  says 
a  man  who  has  ridden  a  number  of 
"last  run"  trains.  "They  jump  out  of 
their  cars,  leaving  their  engines  run- 
ning in  the  middle  of  the  highway, 
run  over  and  shoot  pictures,  then 
jump  back  in  and  drive  about  90  mph 
down  to  the  next  good  picture  spot  to 
pick  up  the  train  one  more  time." 

It  is  the  devotion  of  these  die-hard 
friends  of  the  railroad  that  has  made 
it  possible  for  new  generations  to 
share  a  peculiarly  American  ro- 
mance, one  that  continues  to  fasci- 
nate even  those  who  have  never  been 
lulled  to  sleep  in  a  swaying  Pullman 
berth  by  the  rolling  song  of  steel  on 
steel.  They've  formed  associations  to 
keep  the  lore  of  railroading  alive. 
They've  made  it  their  hobby  and 
mission  to  scout  the  forests  and  can- 
vass remote  fields  and  ghost  towns 
to  rescue  abandoned  locomotives  and 
equipment  left  to  rot  when  there 
was  no  longer  a  use  for  it.  They've

Other  rail  fans  are  born  when  12- 
year-old  boys  build  model  railroads, 
then  turn  into  avid  enthusiasts  of  the 
trains  they've  been  copying. 

And  almost  anyone  over  40  who 
was  born  in  a  small  town  has  a  last- 
ing memory  of  the  depot.  It  was 
eminently  recognizable  with  its  wide 
overhang  and  the  bay  window 
through  which  the  stationmaster 
could  keep  his  eye  on  incoming 
trains  and  his  ear  attuned  to  the 
rhythmic  beat  of  the  telegraph  oper- 
ator's vibrating  key.  Often  the  mem- 
ory is  quite  detailed,  even  haunting. 

A  more  freakish  manifestation  of 
the  rail  fan  phenomenon  is  the  "rail 
chase"  that  attends  the  last  rites  for 


saved  the  pieces  and  polished  the 
rolling  stock,  and  have  put  some  of 
it  back  on  tracks,  some  in  museums.

Here's  a  mu- 
seum that  puts  instant  life  into  his- 
torical events  that  changed  the 
West.

Wouldn't  it  be  wonderful — 

If  they  could  figure  out  a  way  to 
make  dental  work  really  pain-free 
for  the  millions  of  patients,  includ- 
ing most  kids,  who  are  scared  stiff 
of  the  drill  and  those  sharp  picks? 


If  your  teeth  could  be  capped  in 
just  a  day  or  two  without  being 
ground  to  stumps,  which  takes 
months,  costs  heavily  and  makes 
you  miserable  while  you're  under 
construction? 

If  somebody  could  come  up  with 
invisible  (or  almost)  braces  to  re- 
place those  clunky  metal  bands 
youngsters  and  grownups  must  wear 
to  have  their  teeth  straightened? 

Yes,  wouldn't  it  be  wonderful? 
Well,  hold  tight.  Because  these  and 
many  other  giant  forward  strides  in 


dental  science  have  already  been 
made! 

It's  all  part  of  a  literal  explosion 
in  research  which  has  resulted  in 
developments  that  are  revolutioniz- 
ing dentistry  today. 

And  that's  not  all.  Still  newer 
advances  are  on  the  drawing  boards 
which,  when  perfected,  will  make 
even  these  seem  like  old  stuff.  Would 
you  believe  that  in  about  10  years 
every  schoolchild  will  get  a  shot  con- 
taining a  vaccine  that  will  protect 
him  or  her  against  tooth  decay?

More  later  about  this  and  other 
wonders  that  haven't  emerged  from 
the  lab  yet.  Let's  take  a  closeup  look 
at  some  of  the  equipment,  methods 
and  knowledge  that  are  here  right 
now. 

There's  no  better  kickoff  point 
than  painless  dentistry,  a  will-o'- 
the-wisp  sought  for  centuries  with 
less  than  total  success.  The  tooth 
doctors  have  come  a  long  way  from 
the  days  when  all  they  could  offer 
a  patient  prior  to  yanking  was  a 
hefty  gulp  of  firewater.  Now  they 
have  a  broad-band  approach,  utiliz- 
ing psychology,  biomedicine,  chemi- 
cals and  technology,  that  extracts 
the  fear  and  makes  dental  work 
as  painless  as  getting  a  haircut. 

Dentophobia,  whose  victims  sit  in 
white-knuckled  fear  in  the  dentist's 
chair  if  they  can  be  dragged  there 
at  all,  afflicts  doctors,  lawyers  and 
corporation  heads  as  well  as  lowlier 
folk.  The  result  of  these  terrors  is 
that  necessary  dental  work  is  de- 
ferred until  matters  have  progressed 
so  far  that  up  zooms  the  price  of  re- 
pair or,  worse,  out  come  the  teeth. 

Pointing  out  that  an  increasing 
number  of  dentists  around  the  coun- 
try are  using  these  pain  control 
methods,  Dr.  William  Greenfield,  as- 
sociate dean  of  the  New  York  Uni- 
versity College  of  Dentistry,  makes 
this  statement  that  should  reassure 
anyone  with  a  toothache:  "The  den- 
tal patient  today  need  not  be  fear- 
ful of  any  pain  for  any  procedure."

quieting  them  by  themselves  until 
the  sounds  disappear.  (Biofeedback, 
incidentally,  is  now  being  success- 
fully used  by  patients  to  control  their 
own  heartbeats  and  blood  pressure.) 
Mastering  the  technique  may  take 
three  or  four  training  visits. 

Also  in  the  dentist's  arsenal  are  a 
variety  of  pain-killing  drugs,  includ- 
ing certain  tranquilizers  if  needed 
ahead  of  time.  Even  before  an  injec- 
tion is  given,  the  area  is  swabbed 
with  a  topical  ointment,  such  as 
Lidocaine,  to  take  away  the  sting. 
The  needles  themselves  are  made  in 
smaller  gauge  to  make  penetration 
easier.  It's  also  important  to  know 
that  local  anesthetics  are  now  safer 
for  heart  patients  because  they  con- 
tain significantly  lower  concentra- 
tions of  epinephrine,  a  chemical  that 
increases  the  heartbeat  and  blood 
pressure. 

It  may  surprise  you  to  discover 
that  the  injection  you  get  is  not 
Novocaine,  and  hasn't  been  for 
years.  Patients  have  been  calling 
those  numbing  agents  that  for  years 


improved  forms  of  nitrous  oxide, 
"laughing  gas"  which  is  generally 
safe,  quick-acting,  non-addictive  and 
— importantly — no  problem  for  heart 
patients. 

"By  combining  these  chemicals 
with  high-speed  drills  that  produce 
less  heat,"  says  N.Y.U.'s  Dr.  Green- 
field, "it  is  now  possible  to  do  work 
in  the  mouth  in  one  or  two  visits  that 
would  have  taken  many  months." 
When  you  consider  the  time  you  had 
to  take  from  the  job  for  those  seem- 
ingly interminable  trips  to  the  den- 
tist, that's  capital  "P"  Progress! 

So  is  "instant  capping,"  which 
isn't  capping  at  all  but  a  new  way  of 
fixing  chipped,  broken,  misshapen 
and  discolored  teeth,  or  choppers 
that  have  simply  been  worn  down  by 
time  and  use.  The  method,  called 
"bonding,"  involves  building  up 
layers  of  a  composite  resin  substance 
over  the  ones  under  repair. 

In  bonding,  the  tooth  is  first 
swabbed  with  a  mild  acid  which 
etches  the  enamel  to  permit  the  ma- 
terials to  adhere  firmly.  Then  a  thin 


Cavity-free  "super  teeth' 
may  be  a  reality  sooner 
than  we  think. 


Biofeedback,  a  relatively  new 
method  of  training  people  to  relax 
their  muscles,  is  one  pain-fighting 
tool.  Increasing  numbers  of  dentists 
now  have  special  equipment  which 
registers  anxiety  levels  in  a  patient 
by  testing  the  tractions  of  certain 
facial  muscles.  Says  Dr.  Theodore 
Goldstein  of  the  Mount  Sinai  Medi- 
cal Center  Department  of  Dentistry 
in  New  York  City:  "Through  a 
sound  system,  we  teach  the  patients 
actually  to  hear  the  activity  of  their 
own  muscles,  and  then  go  about 


and  can't  get  out  of  the  habit.  Ac- 
tually, Novocaine  is  a  trade  name 
for  a  chemical  compound  called  pro- 
caine, which  has  been  replaced  in 
large  part  by  other  substances,  just 
one  of  which  is  the  injectible  form  of 
Lidocaine. 

If  the  injection  doesn't  work  all 
that  well,  or  a  patient  is  still  too 
scared,  the  dentist's  list  of  other 
sedatives  and  analgesics  is  longer 
than  ever,  ranging  from  injections 
that  lull  you  into  a  light  sleep  just 
long  enough  to  get  the  job  done  to 


acrylic  material  is  applied  which  is 
followed  by  a  paste-like  resin  com- 
pound containing  quartz,  plastic  and 
tiny  glass  particles.  This  material, 
putty-like  in  consistency,  is  molded 
into  shape.  Final  step  is  hardening 
or  curing  the  paste  by  exposing  it  to 
ultra-violet  light  for  less  than  half 
a  minute.  Usually,  the  dentist  will 
apply  two  or  three  coats  of  the  resin 
for  maximum  strength  and  finish  off 
the  shaping  and  polishing  with  burr 
and  buffer.

In  the  Yuletide  season  of  1944,  the 
small  Belgian  city  of  Bastogne  was 
surrounded  and  besieged.  Called  the 
Battle  of  the  Bulge,  it  was  Hitler's 
last  desperate  gamble  to  win  World 
War  II.  Inside,  the  101st  Airborne 
Division,  outnumbered  eight  to  one, 
made  an  historic  eight-day  stand 
against  135,000  Nazi  troops.  The 
man  who  commanded  the  U.S.  forces 
was  Brig.  Gen.  Anthony  C.  McAu- 
liffe.  Called  upon  by  the  Nazis  to 
surrender,  he  sent  back  a  defiant 
one-word  reply  that  has  echoed 
down  through  history:  "Nuts!" 

The  day  after  Christmas,  the  siege 
was  lifted  and  the  German  drive 
fizzled  out.  In  May,  the  war  in  Eu- 
rope was  over. 

I  was  a  war  correspondent  during 
the  defense  of  Bastogne.  I  recall  a 
fellow  correspondent  saying  at  the 
time:  "Those  poor  bastards  in  there 
— cold,  hungry,  facing  God  only 
knows  what.  What  kind  of  Christmas 
can  they  be  having?"  The  question 
haunted  me.  Thirty  years  later  I 
found  out  the  answer  from  General 
McAuliffe  himself. 

His  story  is  bitter  and  overwhelm- 
ingly sad;  yet,  it  also  bears  an  in- 
spirational message:  the  Spirit  of 
Christmas  can  penetrate  any  place,

even  the  hell  that  was  Bastogne. 

Many  years  had  passed  since  the 
war  had  ended  and  the  general,  hav- 
ing been  awarded  his  fourth  star, 
was  retired  and  a  vice  president  of 
the  American  Cyanamid  Company 
with  luxurious  offices  in  New  York 
City.  Having  met  him  a  number  of 
times  in  Europe  at  places  somewhat 
less  opulent  than  this,  I  had  come  to 
visit,  exchange  recollections  and,  at 
long  last,  to  ask  that  question. 

Tony  McAuliffe  swiveled  halfway 
around  in  his  mahogany  chair,  placed 
the  tips  of  his  fingers  together  and 
began  talking  softly. 

"There  were  18,000  of  us  in  there," 
he  was  saying,  "and  when  that 
Christmas  week  was  over,  about 
12,000  cold,  hungry,  miserable  guys 
were  left.  The  mercury  was  stuck 
in  the  very  low  numbers  and  it 
snowed  on  and  off  a  lot  of  the  time. 

"Our  men  didn't  have  clothing  for 
that  kind  of  hard  weather.  Most  of 
them  were  sleeping  in  the  open.  They 
didn't  have  shoe  packs  to  prevent 
trench  foot,  that  miserable  condition 
that  can  drive  you  crazy  from  the 
itch  and  the  burning.  And  frostbite  . . . 
if  a  man  didn't  have  frostbite  some- 
where on  his  body,  the  other  guys 
would  follow  him  around  to  see  if  he 
was  holed  up  in  some  steam-heated 
apartment! 

"The  Nazis  were  throwing  in  every 
thing  they  had.  Our  losses  were  high, 
too  damned  high  every  day,  but 
theirs  were  a  lot  higher.  Every  time 
they  came  at  us  with  those  tanks, 
we  blew  them  apart.  None  of  them 
got  through.  Not  one." 

But  they  tried.  The  week  before, 
on  December  16,  the  German  forces 
had  struck  furiously  and  viciously 
with  28  divisions  under  the  com- 
mand of  the  aging  Field  Marshal 
Gerd  von  Rundstedt.   Since  Gen. 
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Maxwell  C.  Taylor,  the  101st  com- 
mander, was  in  Washington,  Tony 
McAuliffe,  the  acting  commanding 
general,  was  ordered  to  Bastogne. 
His  orders  were  to  hold  the  city. 

"But  something  special  began  to 
happen  in  that  town  soon  after  we 
got  there,"  McAuliffe  was  saying. 
"Don't  ask  me  how  I  knew  or  why, 
but  I  felt  it  was  there.  So  did  every- 
one else."  He  paused,  then  let  his 
features  relax  into  a  smile.  "Look," 
he  said,  "I'm  supposed  to  be  a  pretty 
tough  soldier,  not  much  for  corny 
sentimental  stuff.  But  this  wasn't 
corn,  and  it  wasn't  just  sentiment.  I 
knew  that  the  Spirit  of  Christmas 
had  entered  little  Bastogne. 

"We  were  completely  ringed  by 
the  Fifth  Panzer  Army,  but  the  spir- 
it came  despite  the  risks,  the  cold, 
the  dwindling  food  supplies  and  the 
lowering  morale  of  the  civilian  popu- 
lation. That's  because  Christmas  is 
more  than  a  holiday  celebrating  a 
great  event.  You  can't  isolate  a  spir- 
it, particularly  one  that  expresses 
joy,  hope,  love  and  every  other  hu- 
man feeling  that  is  good. 

"Christmas  is  a  time  for  height- 
ened awareness  of  the  divine  spark 
that  lives  in  every  person.  Of  course, 
that  bright  little  sun,  which  indicates 


that  all  of  us  are  God's  own  creation, 
is  almost  smothered  all  year  by  the 
problems  and  hassles  of  everyday 
living.  But  it's  here  now,  and  it  was 
there  then — at  Christmas  it  emerges 
to  shine  its  brightest. 

"Since  it's  God-created,  it  pro- 
duces in  all  human  beings  a  touch  of 
Him.  Something  strange,  and  a  little 
wonderful,  happens  to  us.  We  all  be- 
come mellower,  softer.  We  come 
just  a  little  closer  to  our  fellows  on 
earth." 

The  Spirit  of  Christmas  .  .  . 

Busy  as  they  were  inside  that  city, 
McAuliffe  spotted  signs  everywhere 
that  the  spirit  was  rising.  It  had  be- 
gun to  touch  the  Germans  too. 

As  Christmas  Day  neared,  Gener- 
al McAuliffe  was  driving  around  the 
town  toward  dusk  visiting  his  troops. 
On  the  main  road,  which  runs  east 
and  west,  he  was  passing  the  city 
prison  when  he  heard  voices  raised 
in  song.  He  asked  his  driver  to  stop 
outside  the  heavily  barred  gate  and 
he  listened. 

Inside  were  about  400  POWs  sing- 
ing Christmas  carols. 

During  a  brief  lull  in  the  almost 
constant  bombardment,  the  general 
heard  the  words  of  O  Tannenbaum, 
followed  by  several  others  and  then, 


just  as  night  enclosed  the  city,  the 
most  lovely  of  all  carols,  the  words 
of  which  were  written  in  the  19th 
century  in  the  tiny  village  of  Obem- 
dorf,  Germany. 

Stille  Nacht,  heilige  Nacht, 
Alles  schldft,  einsam  wacht  .  .  . 

On  an  impulse,  McAuliffe  decided 
to  go  inside  the  prison.  His  aide- 
de-camp,  Capt.  Frederic  Starrett, 
warned  it  would  hardly  be  safe  to 
step  among  the  Nazi  prisoners.  The 
U.S.  guards  at  the  gate  also  cau- 
tioned him  not  to  go  in,  but  Mc- 
Auliffe said  he  saw  no  harm.  After 
all,  it  was  Christmas. 

Followed  by  an  apprehensive 
Starrett,  the  general  went  inside  the 
special  guarded  enclosure  and  cir- 
culated among  the  POWs.  "Now 
that  I  look  back,"  he  mused,  "I 
realize  that  it  was  just  another  mani- 
festation of  the  unique  spirit  of  the 
holiday.  Generals  don't  often  walk 
into  POW  cages  to  chat  with  cap-

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...  is  one  chasm  which ( 
cannot  be  bridged  in 
the  advance  of 
Marxism

Lenin,  instructing  his  disciples  on 
tactics,  warned  that  in  the  advance  of 
Marxism  all  chasms  and  obstacles 
could  be  bridged  except  a  "river  of 
blood."  Lenin's  stern  admonition 
against  mass  murder,  however,  was 
lost  on  the  ears  of  one  of  his  most 
fanatical  followers,  Joseph  Stalin. 
Thus,  Stalin  ordered  two  cold- 
blooded massacres  of  the  Poles — 
massacres  which  gave  rise  to  a  river 
of  blood  between  Poland  and  the 
Communists.  It  is  a  river  which  can 
never  be  bridged  ...  or  ever  forgotten. 

Stalin  was  a  man  of  paranoiac 
fears,  fears  which  he  attempted  to 
drown  with  wholesale  bloodshed. 
Widely  experienced  in  this  gruesome 
art,  he  was  field  commander  of  the 
Bolshevik  forces  in  the  savage  free- 
for-all  in  the  wild  Caucasus-Trans- 
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Caspian  war  against  the  White 
Russians.  Later,  when  he  succeeded 
Lenin,  he  did  not  hesitate  to  quell  the 
great  peasant  revolt  by  an  imposed 
famine  costing  millions  of  lives. 

Like  the  czars,  both  Lenin  and 
Stalin  coveted  Poland  both  for  its 
vast  agricultural  wealth  and  as  the 
strategic  road  to  Germany.  This  re- 
sulted in  war.  Poland,  on  its  part, 
wished  to  regain  the  Ukraine  which 
was  once  under  the  Polish  flag,  and 
the  Poles  had  actually  captured  Kiev 
after  the  Great  War.  Believing  that 
the  German  people  were  ready  to 
turn  Communist  following  the  fall  of 
the  Kaiser,  the  Soviet  armies  ousted 
the  Polish  occupying  forces  from  the 
Ukraine,  then  marched  into  Poland 
on  the  road  to  Germany. 

In  August  1920,  the  Soviet  armies 
reached  the  eastern  shore  of  the  Vis- 
tula River,  opposite  Warsaw.  So 
extreme  was  Warsaw's  peril  that  the 
Polish  Government  and  the  entire 
diplomatic  corps  fled  to  Poznan.  The 
Polish  army,  however,  did  not  flee. 
The  famed  Polish  cavalry  hurled  it- 
self on  the  Russian  flank  and  folded 
it  like  an  accordion.  The  Red  army 
disintegrated.  Some  units  surren- 
dered, some  managed  to  struggle  back 
to  Russia,  but  most  died. 

It  was  savage  war,  but  it  was  still 
war.  In  1939,  however,  Stalin  intro- 
duced cold-blooded  massacre.  Russia 
occupied  eastern  Poland  in  1939  by 
agreement  with  Hitler.  The  Polish 
officers  retreated  to  Russian  territory. 
Stalin  thereupon  marched  the  10,000 
ranking  officers  of  the  Polish  army 
deep  into  the  Katyn  Forest.  In  even 
deeper  secrecy,  he  ordered  them 
handcuffed  with  their  arms  behind 
their  backs,  had  them  shot  through 
the  back  of  the  head  and  buried  in 
mass  graves. 

The  Katyn  Forest  Massacre  was 
not  discovered  for  years.  When  Hitler 
double-crossed  Stalin  and  invaded 
Russia,  the  advancing  German  armies 
did  not  at  first  discover  the  Katyn 
Forest  Massacre.  It  was  only  when 
they  were  in  ignominious  retreat  that 
the  shattered  Germans,  probably 
seeking  cover,  penetrated  deeply 
enough  into  the  Katyn  Forest  to  un- 
cover the  mass  atrocity.  The  Berlin 
announcement  of  the  Katyn  Forest 
Massacre  discovery  triggered  in  the 
convoluted  mind  of  Stalin  the  oppor- 
tunity for  which  he  had  been  waiting, 
the  massacre  of  the  Polish  Under- 


ground by  the  retreating  German 
armies.  He  accused  the  Polish  Under- 
ground of  inventing  the  story.  Then, 
with  diabolical  cunning,  Stalin 
waited  until  the  onrushing  Russian 
armies  had  swept  to  the  Vistula  where 
the  Polish  cavalry  had  thrashed  them 
24  years  before.  He  promised  to 
rescue  Warsaw,  but  he  didn't.  The 
German  4th  Panzer  Army  had  been 
ordered  to  retreat  west,  but  still  oc- 
cupied Warsaw.  Radio  Moscow  urged 
the  Polish  Underground  to  abandon 
all  caution  and  to  start  a  people's 
revolt  against  the  Germans.  On  July 
29,  1944,  broadcasts  from  Moscow  in 
Polish  urged  all  Poles  to  take  to  the 
streets  of  Warsaw  to  assist  the  liber- 
ating Russian  armies,  whose  guns 
they  could  hear  just  across  the  Vis- 
tula River.  British  Intelligence  had

armed  and  directed  an  underground 
Polish  Resistance  Army  of  40,000 
under  General  Bor.  On  July  31, 
General  Bor  was  informed  by  Mos- 
cow radio  that  the  Russian  army  had 
broken  through  the  German  outer  de- 
fenses. Accordingly,  General  Bor 
ordered  the  Polish  Underground  to 
break  cover  on  August  1st.  The  city 
was  instantly  paralyzed;  the  Battle  of 
Warsaw  was  on. 

The  Germans  concentrated  five 
more  divisions  on  Warsaw.  Im- 
mediately, the  Polish  Underground 
sent  out  its  first  call  for  supplies. 
Churchill  flashed  Stalin  of  the  urgent 
need.  Stalin  casually  wired  Churchill 
the  next  day  saying  the  Underground 
Poles  had  exaggerated  their  plight.  In 
the  absence  of  support,  let  alone 
rescue  by  the  Russian  armies,  the 
Polish  Underground  was  faring  bad- 
ly. The  Panzers  were  firing  point 
blank  into  the  house-to-house  de- 
fense. By  August  9,  they  had  cut 
Warsaw  in  half  and  the  annihilation 
of  the  Polish  pockets  of  resistance 
had  started.  By  contrast,  the  advance 
of  the  Russian  armies  had  stopped. 

Churchill  battered  Stalin  by  cable, 
to  no  avail.  Stalin  not  only  declined 
to  drop  supplies,  but  also  refused  to 


allow  the  British  to  do  so.  The  War- 
saw massacre  was  in  ghastly  progress. 
Churchill,  appealing  to  President 
Roosevelt,  quoted  a  message  from  the 
beleaguered  Underground:  "August 
12,  '44.  Tenth  day.  We  are  conduct- 
ing a  bloody  fight.  Warsaw  is  cut  by 
three  routes.  Two  armored  trains 
and  artillery  supported  by  aircraft 
are  bombarding  us.  On  the  Russian- 
German  front,  silence  since  the  third. 
The  soldiers  and  the  population  look 
hopelessly  at  the  skies.  Without  im- 
mediate support  our  fight  will  col- 
lapse in  a  few  days." 

Churchill  tried  desperately  to  help. 
He  ordered  an  airdrop  from  Italy.  Of 
28  planes,  three  were  lost.  Thereupon, 
Stalin  stopped  the  British  airlift  by 
refusing  British  relief  planes  per- 
mission to  land  on  Soviet  territory.  It 
became  increasingly  clear  that  Stalin 
wanted  the  Polish  Underground  an- 
nihilated so  that  he  could  put  in  a 
Communist  government  in  Poland. 

Then  Churchill  and  FDR  sent  a 
joint  appeal  to  Stalin  to  permit 
American  and  British  aircraft  to  drop 
supplies.  Stalin  answered  that  those  in 
the  Warsaw  Underground  were  ad- 
venturers bent  on  seizing  power  and 
that  they  had  exploited  the  good  faith 
of  the  people  of  Warsaw. 

While  Stalin  refused  to  help  or  let 
others  help,  the  Nazis  directed  their 
systematized  killing  to  the  hospitals 
and  the  pension  homes.  They 
actually  advanced  behind  500  women 
and  children,  many  of  whom  were 
killed. 

Churchill  was  beside  himself  with 
rage.  He  suggested  to  FDR  that  the 
American  and  British  enter  into 
massive  drops  and  land  on  Russian 
fields  previously  allocated.  This  FDR 
declined  on  the  grounds  that  it  would 
not  be  advantageous  to  the  general 
war  prospect  in  the  long  run. 

Churchill  told  his  cabinet,  "The 
Communists  did  not  mean  to  let  the 
spirit  of  Poland  rise  again  at  War- 
saw." 

On  September  4,  1944,  Churchill 
transmitted  to  FDR  the  appeal  of  the 
women  of  Warsaw  to  the  Pope: 

"Most  Holy  Father,  we  Polish 
women  in  Warsaw  are  inspired  with 
sentiments  of  profound  patriotism 
and  devotion  for  our  country.  For 
three  weeks,  while  defending  our 
fortress,  we  have  lacked  food  and 
medicine.  Warsaw  is  in  ruins.  The

News  to  Use 


New  Tax  Law  A  Money  Saver 

While  you  will  get  about  a  10  percent  reduction  in  federal  income  taxes 
in  the  upcoming  year,  don't  overlook  some  other  important  provisions 
of  the  new  tax  law  that  could  save  you  money.  Here's  a  quick  sketch, 
which  you  can  fill  out  by  consulting  your  banker,  lawyer  or  employer: 

Retirement  Plans:  Whether  or  not  your  employer  has  a  pension  plan,  you 
can  set  up  your  own  and  deduct  up  to  $2,000  ($2,250  if  you  have  a  non- 
working  spouse) .  In  effect,  this  means  that  many  employees  can  create  double 
pensions — one  via  their  company,  one  via  themselves. 

If  you're  self-employed,  you  can  put  15  percent  of  your  net  earnings  into 
a  deductible  plan  for  a  maximum  of  $15,000,  double  the  old  limit.  In  fact,  you 
could  set  up  both  a  self-employed  plan  and  an  individual  plan  and  jack  the 
allowable  up  to  $17,000. 

True,  any  such  plans  reduce  your  current  income  but  they  create  major 
tax  savings  and  can  earn  sizeable  interest. 

Inheritance  Taxes:  For  the  great  majority  of  people,  federal  inheritance 
taxes  are  wiped  out  entirely,  and  reductions  in  state  taxes  (which  are  much 
less  painful)  are  apt  to  follow. 

Beginning  in  1982,  you  can  leave  your  spouse  your  entire  estate  tax-free. 
If  you're  unmarried  or  widowed,  $225,000  is  tax-free,  a  figure  that  will  in- 
crease annually  until  1987  when  it  will  reach  $600,000. 

In  view  of  the  new  rules,  it's  a  good  idea  to  review  your  current  will  (and 
your  spouse's).  Be  sure  both  of  you  have  one. 

Home  Sales:  Home  owners  aged  55  and  over  hereafter  can  make  as  much 
as  $125,000  gain  on  the  sale  of  their  residences  without  paying  a  tax  on  the 
profit.  The  former  limit  was  $100,000. 

Capital  Gains:  On  long-term  gains,  you  will  continue  to  pay  the  general 
tax  rate  on  40  percent  of  your  gains  (the  other  60  percent  is  excluded).  But 
because  the  general  tax  has  been  cut,  your  capital  gains  levy  comes  down  ac- 
cordingly. Morevover,  the  maximum  rate  has  been  lowered  from  70  to  50  per- 
cent of  the  net  taxable  gain. 

Winter  Vacation  Travel  Trends 

If  you're  planning  a  winter  vacation,  note  three  trends  this  season:  1) 
prospective  travelers  are  delaying  their  plans  until  the  last  minute — not  a 
good  idea,  but  likely  prompted  by  hesitancy  over  funds,  2)  many  vacationers 
are  taking  somewhat  shorter  trips,  and  3)  bargains  are  still  around  if  you 
look  for  them. 

One  travel  consultant  cites  the  following  spots  as  being  relatively  easy  on 
your  pocketbook:  Mexico,  which  ranks  very  high;  some  of  the  lesser-known 
Caribbean  islands — St.  Kitts,  for  example,  and  Jamaica  (which  is  trying  to 
overcome  its  tarnished  image) ;  and,  of  course,  package  tours. 

Meantime,  cruise  lines,  which  enlarged  their  fleets  in  recent  years,  are  in  a 
competitive  battle  for  business.  So  keep  an  eye  on  what  they  have  to  offer. . 

As  for  timing:  January  is  the  best  winter  month  to  travel  because  the 
crowds  are  smaller  and  accommodations  are  better;  not  too  great,  February 
and  the  Easter  season. 


Worth  Knowing  About 


Lumber:  Because  of  the  severe  lag  in  housing,  lumber  prices  continue 
sluggish  and  discounts  abound.  Particularly  hard  hit  is  the  2x4  market, 
which  is  affected  by  the  lull  in  construction  and  by  competition  from  metal 
studs.  Note  that  a  standard  2x4  today  measures  1.5  x  3.5  in. 

Contact  Lenses:  Bifocal  contacts — heretofore  available  only  in  the  "hard" 
version — soon  will  be  available  in  the  "soft"  format,  too.  One  manufacturer 
claims  to  have  solved  the  problem  by  a  two-tier  arrangement;  another  by 
using  concentric  circles,  graduated  from  distance  to  proximity.  Meantime, 
a  silicon-based  lens  for  extended  wear  by  people  who  have  had  cataract  oper- 
ations has  been  approved  for  sale.  Advantage:  superior  "breathing"  ability.

Among  Resolutions 
approved  by  the  National  Executive  Com- 
mittee during  its  fall  meetings  in  Indian- 
apolis are  a  number  which  are  of  particular 
interest  to  veterans  and  their  families. 
The  National  Veterans  Affairs  and  Rehabil- 
itation Commission  presented  Resolutions 
that  included  one  urging  the  President 
of  the  United  States  and  the  Congress  to 
assign  the  highest  budgetary  priority  to 
the  provision  of  funds  for  the  adminis- 
tration and  delivery  of  veterans  benefits 
and  all  related  activities  ...

military  hospitals  has  increased  from 
$5.50  to  $6.30  a  day.  This  charge  applies 
to  dependents  of  active  duty  members, 
dependents  of  retirees  and  to  surviving  de- 
pendents of  deceased  service  members. 
This  change  also  affects  CHAMPUS,  since 
the  inpatient  cost-share  requirement  for 
spouses  and  children  of  active  duty  ser- 
vice members  is  based  on  the  military 
hospital  charge.

NIMMO  SEEKS  TO  STREAMLINE  VA  MANAGEMENT 
.  .  .  VA  Chief  Robert  P.  Nimmo  has  taken 
steps  to  consolidate  his  management  and 
control  prerogatives  at  the  executive  level 
of  the  VA  .  .  .  Calling  it  an  effort  to 
unify  and  strengthen  agency-wide  over- 
sight capability,  the  VA  announced  that  the 
Office  of  the  Administrator  will  be  re- 
defined to  include  the  Office  of  the  Deputy 
Administrator  and  the  offices  of  the 
Associate  Deputy  Administrators  for  Con- 
gressional and  Public  Affairs,  Planning 
and  Finance,  Logistics,  Information  Man- 
agement and  Administration.  Nimmo  said  this 
new  alignment  should  result  in  a  timely 
efficient  and  effective  oversight  of  the 
administration  of  veterans  benefits. 

VA  COMPENSATION  INCREASED  IN  NOVEMBER  .  .  . 
Increases  in  VA  compensation  for  veterans, 
their  spouses  and  families  went  into 
effect  in  November  as  a  result  of  legis- 
lation signed  into  law  October  17  .  .  . 
They  provide  an  average  11.2  percent  in- 
crease for  service  disabled  veterans, 
and  dependency  and  indemnity  compensation 
rates  for  surviving  spouses  and  children 
of  veterans.  The  full  amount  of  the  in- 
crease will  be  included  in  the  December 
checks  with  supplemental  checks  having 
been  mailed  in  November.  Veterans  with  a 
10  percent  disability  rating  will  receive 
$58  a  month,  up  from  $54;  50  percent 
disabled  will  receive  $328,  up  from  $291; 
and  100  percent  disabled  will  receive 
$1,130,  up  from  $1,016  ...  The  legislation 
also  permits  VA  to  guarantee,  for  the 
first  time,  graduated-payment  home  mort- 
gage loans,  and  it  increases  to  $32,500  the 
assistance  the  agency  may  provide  to  cer- 
tain disabled  veterans  for  adapting  their 
residence  to,  for  example,  the  require- 
ments of  wheelchair-bound  individuals. 
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Move  to  Put  Inventions  to  Work 

A  bloc  of  Senators  headed  by  Sen.  Harrison  H. 
Schmitt  (R-NM)  is  pressing  for  legislation  that  would 
permit  commercial  development  of  most  of  the  28,000 
government-owned  inventions. 

Such  reform  of  the  nation's  patent  policy  is  needed  to 
help  overcome  "an  alarming  rate  of  decline  in  the  rate 
of  technological  innovations  and  economic  growth,"  ac- 
cording to  Senator  Schmitt.  Symptoms  of  this  decline, 
he  said,  are  reflected  in  the  diminishing  growth  in  pro- 
ductivity, increasing  penetration  of  U.S.  markets  by 
foreign  competitors  and  the  shrinking  percentage  of 
world  patents  being  granted  to  Americans. 

The  legislation  draws  up  uniform  procedures  for 
turning  over  titles  for  inventions  to  all  contractors  who 
originated  them  under  federal  research  and  develop- 
ment contracts,  except  where  public  interest  must  be 
protected. 

The  supporting  Senators  believe  inventions  under- 
written by  the  government  can  best  benefit  the  country 
by  putting  them  to  work  through  private  industry. 

Legal  Loophole  Aids  Terrorists 

A  recent  spate  of  news  stories  alleging  that  former 
American  intelligence  agents  and  military  specialists  have 
been  selling  arms  to  and  training  terrorists  abroad  has 
led  to  the  discovery  that  a  loophole  in  our  federal  laws 
permits  such  nefarious  activities. 

Aroused  by  the  revelation,  Sen.  Lloyd  Bentsen  (D- 
TX),  with  the  support  of  several  colleagues,  has  intro- 
duced a  measure  to  close  the  legal  gap,  and  make  it  a 
crime  for  Americans  "to  hatch  plots  to  foment  terrorism." 
As  things  now  stand,  says  the  Senator,  it's  legal  for  a 
U.S.  citizen  to  manufacture  or  purchase  explosives  here 
and  sell  them  abroad  to  terrorist  organizations. 

Senator  Bentsen  noted  that  slain  and  injured  victims 
of  terrorists  have  been  steadily  increasing  over  the  past 
four  years,  with  Americans  the  primary  targets.  Ten 
Americans  were  killed  last  year  and  94  wounded  in  at- 
tacks around  the  world,  he  said. 

Protesters  Threaten  Tax  System 

An  illegal  tax  protest  movement — which  has  tripled 
in  numbers  over  the  past  three  years — poses  a  threat 
to  our  nation's  voluntary  compliance  tax  system,  the 
General  Accounting  Office  reported  to  Congress. 

The  GAO,  which  serves  as  the  investigative  arm  of 
Congress,  found  that  the  illicit  protests  had  risen  last 
year  to  nearly  21,000  indentifiable  cases  of  tax  evasion, 
or  reduction  through  complicated  schemes.  As  yet,  the 
government  does  not  have  a  clear  picture  of  this 
part  of  the  nation's  "subterranean  economy." 

The  schemes  avoid  payment  of  taxes  on  Constitutional 
grounds  by  setting  up  so-called  family  estate  trusts  or  by 
claiming  to  be  tax-exempt  churches  or  ministries.  An- 
other maneuver  is  the  filing  of  false  Form  W-4  income 
withholding  certificates. 

Internal  Revenue  Service  has  created  a  special  pro- 
gram to  uncover  and  chase  down  these  protesters,  but 
has  had  a  hard  time  collecting  the  taxes  due.  The  GAO 
urged  IRS  to  get  tougher  in  its  counteraction  and  asked 
Congress  to  back  up  IRS  with  necessary  legislation.

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The  Vietnam  Veterans  Memorial 

A  Magnificent  and 
Lasting  Tribute

The  Vietnam  Veterans  Memorial 
(VVM)  will  be  one  of  the  most  mag- 
nificent national  monuments  ever 
established  in  Washington,  DC. 
Located  on  the  most  prominent  site 
between  the  Lincoln  Memorial  and 
the  Washington  Monument,  it  will 
be  the  only  major  memorial  to  all 
veterans  of  a  particular  war,  and  the 
only  memorial  to  veterans  located  on 
the  National  Mall. 

Set  in  a  four-acre  meadow,  its 
length  will  be  comparable  to  the 
height  of  the  Washington  Monument. 
The  highly  polished  black  granite  of 
its  walls  will  stand  out  in  strikingly 
beautiful  contrast  to  the  surrounding 
green  lawns.  Their  mirror-like  sur- 
face will  reflect  the  sky  and  trees  as 
well  as  the  images  of  the  neighboring 
monuments. 

On  the  face  of  the  memorial  will 
be  inscribed  the  names  of  the  57,692 
who  gave  their  lives  or  who  remain 
missing.  The  chronological  ordering 
of  the  names  will  evoke  in  the  visitor 
thoughts  of  the  magnitude  of  the  in- 
dividual sacrifices  made  as  the  war 
progressed  for  14  years.  At  the  apex 
of  the  walls  an  inscription  will  identi- 
fy the  memorial  and  dedicate  it  to 
the  honor  of  all  the  members  of  the 
Armed  Forces  of  the  United  States 
who  served  in  the  Vietnam  War. 

While  striking  in  its  expanse  alone, 
the  memorial's  power  is  in  its  simple 
and  dignified  design.  The  design  was 
selected  over  1,420  other  entries  in 
the  largest  architectural  design  com- 
petition ever  held  in  the  United 
States  or  Europe.  Architectural  crit- 
ics have  compared  the  uniqueness  of 
the  design  to  the  Eiffel  Tower.  Paul 
Goldberger  of  the  New  York  Times 
stated  that  "its  extreme  dignity  and 
restraint  honors  these  veterans  with 
more  poignancy,  surely,  than  most 
more  conventional  monuments." 

The  eight  man  jury  was  composed 
of  some  of  the  most  prominent  archi- 
tects, landscape  architects  and  sculp- 
tors in  the  country.  Of  the  four  vet- 
erans on  the  jury,  one  saw  combat  in 
WWI,  one  received  a  Purple  Heart 
at  Anzio  and  one  saw  combat  in  the 
Navy  in  WWII. 

The  VVM  is  gratified  by  the  tre- 


lift 


mendous  national  consensus  in  favor 
of  the  design.  Yet,  as  would  be  the 
case  with  any  good  design,  there  has 
been  a  smattering  of  critical  com- 
ment. While  the  VVM  accepts  crit- 
icism as  an  indicator  and  acknowl- 
edgement that  the  memorial  will  be 
bold  and  powerful,  there  have  also 
been  a  number  of  misunderstandings 
and  inaccurate  statements  about  the 
design  which  need  to  be  clarified. 
Most  of  the  misconceptions  stem  from 
several  editorials  and  columns  which 
were  written  from  secondary  sources 
without  independent  verification  of 
the  facts.  An  editorial  in  the  National 
Review  of  September  18th  was  typ- 
ical. Even  though  the  record  there 
was  set  straight  by  two  letters  printed 
in  its  October  16th  issue,  the  myths 
tend  to  prevail. 

The  most  persistent  rumor  about 
the  memorial  has  been  that  the  words 
"Vietnam"  or  "Vietnam  War"  would 
not  be  mentioned  thereon.  The  truth 
is  that  there  will  be  an  inscription 
containing  these  words  on  the  face 
of  the  memorial,  and  that  a  decision 
to  exclude  an  inscription  has  never 
been  made  or  even  considered. 

Some  allege  that  the  black  color  of 
the  walls  connotes  "shame  or  sor- 
row." If  such  were  so,  why  are  the 
Iwo  Jima  Memorial  and  the  Seabees 
Memorial  black?  Indeed  the  citizens 
of  South  Boston,  MA,  chose  the  iden- 
tical material — black  granite — for 
the  memorial  to  the  Vietnam  veterans 
and  deceased,  which  was  dedicated 
on  September  13th  of  this  year.  Black 
is  a  color  of  dignity  and  respect. 

Others  have  complained  that  the 
wide  angle  formed  by  the  walls  some- 
how symbolizes  the  "peace  sign"  of 
the  anti-war  movement.  More  real- 
istic observers  see  the  chevron  of 


the  PFC,  who  bore  the  brunt  of 
fighting  in  the  war;  and  poets  see  a 
pair  of  hands  joined  to  embrace  Viet- 
nam veterans  and  signal  renewed 
national  unity.  In  actuality,  how- 
ever, none  of  those  meanings  was  in- 
tended by  the  designer.  The  angle 
results  from  one  wall  pointing  toward 
the  Lincoln  Memorial  and  one  to- 
ward the  Washington  Monument. 
The  intended  symbolism  is  that  the 
sacrifices  of  Vietnam  veterans  are 
thereby  brought  into  the  historical 
context  of  our  country.  At  any  rate, 
the  130°  angle  of  the  walls  is  not  a 
"V"  sign.  No  one  can  spread  his 
fingers  that  wide. 

Another  misconception  is  that  the 
memorial  is  somehow  "invisible"  or 
"hidden,"  or  has  to  be  "stumbled 
upon."  Rather  than  hidden,  it  will 
be  10  feet  high  at  its  center  and  will 
literally  surround  a  visitor's  field  of 
vision.  It  will  be  visible  from  both 
the  Lincoln  Memorial  and  the  Wash- 
ington Monument  and  will  extend 
one  third  longer  than  a  football  field. 
Its  site  is  an  area  visited  by  millions 
of  tourists  each  year  and  it  will  be 
fully  and  safely  accessible  to  all,  in- 
cluding the  handicapped.  Rather  than 
invisible,  it  will  be  a  new  focal  point 
on  the  Washington  scene. 

The  chronological  listing  of  the 
names  neither  will  be  a  "random 
hodgepodge"  nor  will  it  make  them 
appear  like  "traffic  accident  victims." 
Rather  than  cold,  bureaucractic  al- 
phabetical rolls,  the  names  in  chrono- 
logical order  will  integrate  the  sac- 
rifice of  the  dead  and  missing  into 
the  entire  historical  experience  of  the 
war.  They  will  be  symbols  of  our 
friends  and  brothers  who  still  live 
with  us  in  our  hearts  and  memories.

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Full  Employment  For  All  Veterans— The  Legion's  Goal

It's  a  sad,  but  true,  fact:  Although  one  of  The  Ameri- 
can Legion's  founding  goals  was  employment  for  all 
veterans,  many  Legionnaires  have  forgotten  this  goal. 
And  many  veterans  today  lack  meaningful  employment. 

Today,  not  all  Legion  Departments  have  employment 
chairmen,  and  in  the  last  three  years  an  average  of  only 
25  Departments  have  participated  in  one  or  more  of  the 
National  Economic  awards  programs,  with  seven  De- 
partments not  participating  in  any  awards  program. 
Additionally,  the  Economic  Division  published  and 
made  available,  free,  a  manual  for  employment  chair- 
men which  contains  a  wealth  of  job  finding  information. 
To  date,  26  Departments  have  not  so  much  as  ordered 
a  copy. 

This  is  not  to  state,  however,  that  some  Departments 
are  not  doing  their  part.  The  Department  of  Maine  has 
sole  responsibility  for  the  Disabled  Veterans  Outreach 
Program  (DVOP)  in  that  state,  which  has  placed 
thousands  of  Vietnam  and  disabled  veterans  in  mean- 
ingful employment.  (At  this  writing,  however,  the 
future  of  Maine  DVOP  is  in  jeopardy.  Since  CETA 
funds  have  been  cancelled,  the  program  may  be  ab- 
sorbed by  the  state  Job's  Service.)  Too,  the  Department 
of  Pennsylvania  has  contracted  with  the  state  to  oper- 
ate a  Veterans  Outreach  Center. 

All  of  this  is  particularly  disheartening  when  you  con- 
sider the  Legion's  long  record  of  fighting — and  fighting 
hard — for  the  employment  rights  of  veterans.  And  it  is 
truer  still,  today,  when  you  think  of  Vietnam  vets  who, 
eight  years  after  that  war  ended  for  the  U.S.,  are  still 
without  employment. 

To  trace  the  Legion's  fight  for  veterans'  employment, 
one  must  go  back  to  1933,  when  Congress  enacted  the 
Wagner-Peyser  Act  which  placed  full  responsibility  for 
veterans  employment  in  the  Department  of  Labor. 

But  it  was  not  until  the  closing  years  of  the  Vietnam 
War  that  the  Veterans  Employment  Service  (VES) 
actually  began  to  look  at  veterans  programs. 

Before  that,  in  1962,  Congress  made  the  first  attempt 
to  address  the  nation's  overall  employment  and  training 
needs  with  the  Manpower  Development  Training  Act 
(MDTA).  While  it  was  originally  passed  to  combat 
job  loss  caused  by  automation,  several  years  later  it  was 
used  primarily  as  a  program  for  integrating  groups  into 
the  labor  force. 

Most  veterans  did  not  meet  the  poverty  criterion  and 
accordingly  were  not  identified  as  a  target  group. 

This  and  other  related  problems  were  identified  by  the 
Legion's  Economic  Commission,  which  resulted  in  39 
approved  resolutions  for  the  years  1968-72,  aimed  at 
increasing  the  opportunities  for  Vietnam  vets  in  the 
MDTA  program  and  also  the  expansion  of  services  with- 
in the  Veterans  Employment  Service. 

However  laudable  those  resolutions  were,  the  mood  of 
Congress  and  DOL  was  to  identify  only  disadvantaged 
groups  as  a  top  priority.  And  the  pleas  of  The  American 
Legion — the  veterans  advocate  outside  of  government — 


fell  on  deaf  ears. 

In  1973,  the  Comprehensive  Employment  and  Train- 
ing Act  (CETA)  was  enacted  to  replace  MDTA.  CETA 
combined  many  categorical  programs  into  a  single  block 
grant  and  transferred  responsibility  for  their  adminis- 
tration from  the  federal  government  to  the  states.  Local 
governments  were  to  provide  employment,  training  and 
remedial  services  primarily  for  the  structurally  unem- 
ployed. Veterans  were  not  considered  in  the  design  of  a 
national  employment  and  training  program  and,  in  fact, 
the  Secretary  of  Labor  stated  the  employment  needs  of 
Vietnam  vets  were  not  significant. 

Nonetheless,  the  Legion's  Economic  Division  was  man- 
dated by  13  Vietnam  vet  employment  and  training  reso- 
lutions, and  issued  13  separate  special  bulletins  to  De- 
partments urging  them  to  contact  their  Congressional 
representatives  to  ensure  veterans  were  made  a  mean- 
ingful part  of  CETA.  Additionally,  the  division  testified 
before  three  House  and  Senate  Committees  and  Sub- 
committees protesting  the  lack  of  veterans  participation 
in  CETA. 

During  this  period,  the  Veterans  Employment  Service 
languished  as  a  part  of  the  Employment  Training  Ad- 
ministration. However,  in  1972,  Congress  enacted  the 
Vietnam  Era  Veterans'  Readjustment  Assistance  Act. 
This  measure  legislatively  mandated  the  position  and 
function  of  local  veterans  employment  representatives, 
required  that  those  contracting  with  the  federal  govern- 
ment must  give  special  emphasis  to  the  hiring  of  Viet- 
nam and  disabled  veterans,  and  required  that  eligible 
veterans  be  provided  employment  and  training  under 
any  federal  employment  and  training  programs. 

The  American  Legion  lobbied  intensely  for  this  bill, 
and  considered  it  a  major  piece  of  veterans  employment 
legislation.  The  Legion's  persistence  finally  paid  bene- 
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fits  in  1976  with  Public  Law  94-502,  which  created  the 
position  of  Deputy  Assistant  Secretary  for  Veterans  Em- 
ployment (DASVE)  within  the  Department  of  Labor. 

In  1977,  Secretary  of  Labor  Marshall  announced  a 
three-point  plan  for  the  hiring  of  Vietnam  vets.  Point 
one  was  a  program  known  as  HIRE,  which  encouraged 
large  corporations  to  provide  job  opportunities  for 
Vietnam  vets.  Point  two  targeted  35  percent  of  all 
CETA  Public  Service  Employment  slots  for  Vietnam 
vets  and  point  three  provided  for  the  establishment  of 
personnel  for  a  Disabled  Veterans  Outreach  Program 
(DVOP)  in  100  large  cities. 

The  Economics  Division,  in  a  prophetic  letter  to  the 
Secretary  of  Labor,  severely  criticized  the  undertaking 
as  fatally  defective  and  largely  superficial.  Subsequent- 
ly, the  first  two  programs  failed,  but  DVOP  has  survived. 

It  was  not  until  the  CETA  amendments  of  1978  that 
veterans,  especially  Vietnam  veterans,  were  identified 
as  a  special  target  group.  But  it  was  a  bittersweet  vic- 
tory, for  statutory  eligibility  requirements  precluded 
most  Vietnam  vets  from  participating  in  the  program. 


Since  CETA  was  the  only  federal  employment  program, 
the  Economic  Division  attempted  administrative  amend- 
ments to  strengthen  the  rights  of  veterans.  These  in- 
cluded amendments  such  as  the  requirement  that  a  vet- 
erans organization  representative  sit  on  Prime  Sponsor 
Planning  Councils,  and  that  all  veterans  representatives 
be  given  CETA  training  courses. 

And  still,  the  Veterans  Employment  Service  continued 
to  languish,  buried  deep  within  another  program.  All 
veterans  programs  had  to  be  removed  and  realigned 
under  a  full  Assistant  Secretary  for  Veterans  Employ- 
ment. The  Legion  made  its  case  before  Department  of 
Labor  officials,  Congress  and  various  Congressional  com- 
mittees. The  culmination  of  this  effort  was  Public 
Law  96-466  enacted  in  late  1980,  which  created  the  po- 
sition of  Assistant  Secretary  for  Veterans  Employment 
and  transformed  DVOP  from  an  administrative  to  a 
statutory  program. 

There  was  still  the  problem  of  CETA,  that  after  10 
years  and  billions  of  dollars,  had  been  an  unequivocal

He  has  served  as  Post  and 
County  Cdr.,  Membership  Chairman 
and  has  headed  the  District's  Hos- 
pital Visitation  Committee  for  three 
years. 

In  addition  to  his  countless  hours 
as  a  volunteer  for  veterans  programs 
at  the  Mental  Health  Institute  in  Mt.

VA'sG&A  CORNER 

These  are  questions  representative  of 
those  the  Veterans  Administration  is 
frequently  asked.  For  more  information

Q.  My  father  is  a  World  War  I  vet- 
eran and  he  recently  had  a  stroke  that 
left  him  totally  helpless  and  unable 
to  care  for  himself.  Will  the  VA  place 
him  in  a  nursing  home  and  pay  for  it? 

A.  The  VA  cannot  bear  the  expense  of 
private  nursing  home  care  for  veterans 
with  non-service  connected  disabilities 
unless  the  veteran  is  transferred  directly 
from  a  VA  hospital  to  the  nursing  home. 
When  such  a  transfer  is  made,  the  VA 
authorized  care  normally  may  not  exceed 
six  months. * 

Q.  My  husband  recently  passed  away 
and  I  received  a  Presidential  Memorial 
Certificate.  Can  his  parents  receive  such 
a  certificate? 

Yes.  His  parents  may  send  a  request 
to  the  nearest  VA  regional  office. 

Q.  I  would  like  the  government  to 
furnish  a  monument  for  my  husband's 
grave.  How  do  I  apply? 

A.  Get  VA  Form  40-1330,  "Application 
for  Headstone  or  Marker,"  at  a  VA 
regional  office,  from  veterans  service 
organizations  or  from  your  local  ceme- 
tery or  funeral  director.  Complete  the 
form  and  send  it  to  Monument  Service 
(42),  Veterans  Administration,  810  Ver- 
mont Ave.,  N.W.,  Washington,  DC 
20420. 

Q.  I  last  attended  school  under  the  GI 
Bill  several  years  ago  and  I  still  have 
several  months  of  entitlement  before 
my  time  limit  expires.  When  I  quit 
school  before,  I  had  an  overpayment 
with  the  VA.  Must  I  pay  it  back  before 
I  re-enroll? 

A.  No.  You  do  not  have  to  pay  it  back 
to  re-enroll.  However,  if  you  do  not  make 
arrangements  to  pay  it  back,  your  ben- 
efits will  be  withheld  until  the  over- 
payment is  recovered. 

Q.  If  a  military  retiree  is  rated  100 
percent  disabled  by  his  branch  of  ser- 
vice but  has  never  applied  for  a  service 
connected  disability  rating  from  the  VA, 
will  his  surviving  spouse  receive  VA 
Dependency  and  Indemnity  Compen- 
sation benefits  upon  his  death? 

A.  Application  for  DIC  must  be  made. 
The  surviving  spouse  is  not  automatically 
entitled  to  VA  DIC  benefits  and  only 
the  VA  can  make  a  service  connected 
death  determination  for  DIC  benefits. 


Average  Legionnaire 

Recent  surveys  by  the  National  In- 
ternal Affairs  Division  indicate  that 
2  percent  of  the  Legion  members  are 
WWI  veterans  with  an  average  age  of 
86,  55  percent  are  WWII  veterans 
with  an  average  age  of  61,  18  percent 
are  Korean  War  veterans  with  an 
average  age  of  50  and  25  percent  are 
Vietnam  era  veterans  with  an  aver- 
age age  of  34. 

About  87  percent  of  all  Legion- 
naires are  married  while  fully  92  per- 
cent are  both  home  owners  and  regis- 
tered to  vote.  Thirty  percent  have 
children  still  living  at  home  and  over 
half  live  in  rural  areas.  Finally,  53 
percent  of  all  members  of  the  Legion 
are  combat  veterans. 

Founder  Boyle 
Dies  in  Maine 


James  L.  Boyle 


The  man  who  successfully  fought 
a  1920  proposal  to  turn  the  Legion 
into  a  partisan,  political  group — an 
action  which  many  today  feel  would 
have  destroyed  the  organization — is 
dead  at  the  age  of  95. 

James  L.  Boyle  of  Waterville,  ME, 
a  founder  of  the  Legion  and  Dept. 
Adj.  of  Maine  for  an  unprecedented 
45  years,  died  September  18  following 
a  brief  period  of  hospitalization. 

Born  in  Canada  to  Irish  immigrant 
parents,  Boyle  came  to  the  U.S.  in 
the  early  1900s.  He  served  with  the 
National  Guard  in  France  during 
WWI  and,  following  the  war,  at- 
tended both  the  Paris  and  St.  Louis 
Caucuses  of  the  Legion. 

He  served  as  President  of  the 
Founders  (1967-68),  occupied  nu- 
merous elected  and  appointed  Legion 
positions  and  was  instrumental  in 
forming  Legion  Posts  in  almost  every 
Maine  community.

Vietnam  Veterans  Memorial

To  assist  a  visitor  in  finding  a  par- 
ticular name,  however,  an  alphabet- 
ical directory  with  the  exact  location 
of  each  will  be  readily  available. 

That  Vietnam  veterans  had  no  in- 
put in  selecting  the  design  is  also  a 
misconception.  Indeed,  Vietnam  vet- 
erans set  all  of  the  criteria  for  the 
design  and  selected  all  of  the  jurors. 
Each  juror  was  personally  inter- 
viewed by  the  WM  to  assure  his 
sensitivity  to  the  national  need  to 
honor  Vietnam  veterans.  Each  was 
required  to  read  extensively  from  lit- 
erature about  the  war  authored  by 
Vietnam  veterans.  While  no  juror 
served  in  Vietnam,  all  were  selected 
for  their  expertise  and  experience  as 
professional  designers.  Many  Viet- 
nam veterans  participated  in  the 
design  competition  as  competitors. 
The  jury's  unanimous  decision  was 
approved  by  the  panel  of  eight  Viet- 
nam veterans,  including  Purple  Heart 
recipients. 

The  final  and  most  unworthy 
complaint  is  that  the  designer  of  the 
memorial  is  of  Oriental  extraction. 
Such  un-American  bigotry  should  not 
be  dignified  by  a  response,  but  all 
should  know  that  she  was  born  in 
Athens,  OH,  of  parents  who  escaped 
the  Communists  in  China.  Further- 
more, rather  than  opposition  to  U.S. 
involvement  in  Vietnam,  she  has  ex- 
pressed only  sincere  support  and  com- 
passion for  the  men  and  women  who 
served  and  died  there. 

At  present,  the  designer  and  archi- 
tect of  record  are  completing  the 
development  and  refinement  of  the 
design,  and  the  builder  is  receiving 
bids  for  materials.  The  process  of  in- 
scribing the  names  will  begin  early  in 
1982,  and  with  the  assistance  of  car- 
ing and  patriotic  organizations  such 
as  The  American  Legion,  the  neces- 
sary funds  will  be  raised  to  allow 
ground  to  be  broken  by  next  March. 
The  memorial  will  be  completed  for 
dedication  on  Veterans  Day  1982.  To 
quote  syndicated  columnist  James  J. 
Kilpa trick:  "It  promises  to  be  the 
most  moving  war  memorial  ever 
constructed,"  and  "believe  me,  [it] 
will  pack  an  unforgettable  wallop."  q

It  takes  between  40  minutes  to  an 
hour  to  bond  a  tooth.  Using  the  tech- 
nique, dentists  can  give  patients  a 
brand  new  smile  in  jig-time.  Cost? 
About  a  third  of  the  older  capping 
method.  There  are,  however,  some 
drawbacks.  You're  warned  not  to 
crack  nuts  or  chomp  bones,  not  a 
good  idea  anyway  even  with  your 
own  teeth,  and  on  average  a  bonded 
tooth  will  last  about  five  years, 
which  is  not  as  long  as  a  crown  or 
jacket. 

Moving  from  capping  to  teeth- 
straightening  may  seem  like  stepping 
from  the  adult  department  into  chil- 
dren's wear,  but  orthodontics  is  no 
longer  just  kid  stuff.  The  American 
Association  of  Orthodontics  points 
out  that  "the  tissues'  involvement  in 
movement  of  teeth  are  the  same"  at 
any  age.  Nowadays,  one  in  every  six 
patients  getting  fitted  for  braces  is  a 
grownup! 

Reasons:  straight  teeth  not  only 
look  better  but  last  longer  because 
crooked,  crowded  ones  are  harder  to 
maintain  and  put  extra  stress  on 
supporting  tissues,  eventually  weak- 
ening them.  And  those  heavy  bands 
that  made  the  kids  look  like  cutlery 
drawers  are  going  the  way  of  the 
dinosaur. 

Researchers  have  come  up  with 
ingenious  devices  that  are  lighter 
than  the  bands  and  pretty  nearly  in- 
visible as  well.  The  secret  lies  in 
clear  plastic  attachments  which  are 
glued  directly  to  each  tooth,  elimi- 
nating need  for  the  metal  bands.  A 
barely  seen  system  of  tiny  wire 
springs  attached  to  plastic  appli- 
ances can  help  correct  single  or  mul- 
tiple tooth  units,  says  Dr.  Isabel  W. 
Grayson  of  New  York  City.  Some 
specialists  use  removable  appliances 
of  plastic  and  wire  worn  only  at 
night,  though  most  dentists  feel  they 
have  limitations. 

Disadvantages?  A  few.  Plastic 
braces  break  more  easily  than  the 
metal  kind,  so  hard  foods  must  be 
ruled  out.  Also  they  stain  more  read- 
ily, making  frequent  cleaning  a  must. 

Dr.  Craven  Kurz,  a  specialist  in 
adult  orthodontics  at  the  University 
of  California  in  Los  Angeles,  has 
patented  braces  that  are  complete- 
ly invisible.  They  are  placed  only 
behind  the  teeth  to  be  straightened. 
Dr.  Kurz's  now-you-don't-see-'em 
technique  hasn't  met  with  his  col- 
leagues' approval  yet,  but  he  swears 


by  it  and  so  do  his  patients,  includ- 
ing a  number  of  actresses  and  mod- 
els. 

Certainly  one  of  the  most  hearten- 
ing items  of  news  is  that  a  decay- 
fighting  technique,  long  in  the  works, 
has  finally  emerged  from  the  experi- 
mental stages  in  the  labs  and  en- 
tered the  dental  offices,  where  it's  in 
increasing  use.  Reports  The  National 
Institute  of  Dental  Research,  "Sub- 
stances have  been  perfected  that  can 
actually  seal  out  tooth  decay." 

Battling  the  old  demon  is  just 
about  as  simple  as  applying  paint, 
which  is  precisely  what  the  dentist 
does.  The  N.I.D.R.  stresses  that  the 
procedure  is  simple  and  utterly  pain- 
less, a  fact  that  kids,  and  grownups 
too  for  that  matter,  will  hardly  find 
repelling.  It's  begun  the  same  as 
bonding,  applying  a  mild  acid  to  etch 
the  teeth.  Then  the  sealant  is  painted 
on  and  hardened  to  a  glossy  trans- 
parent finish  after  exposure  to  small 
amounts  of  ultra-violet  light. 

Usually  sealants  will  stay  in  place 
about  five  years  and  studies  have 
shown  that  they  are  just  about  four 
or  five  times  more  effective  as  a  de- 
cay fighter  than  good  old  fluoride, 
which  has  been  in  widespread  use  for 
decades. 

Decay  prevention  is  crucial,  of 
course,  but  even  though  your  teeth 
are  cavity  free,  you  may  still  be  in 
dental  trouble.  The  problem  may  lie 
in  your  gums — deep  within  them — 
and  that's  even  worse  trouble.  When 
the  gums  become  inflamed  and  the 
bone  to  which  they  are  attached  is 
destroyed,  your  perfectly  sound,  de- 
cayless  tooth  can  end  up  out. 

It's  an  unhappy  fact  of  dental  life 
that  periodontal  disease,  that  fancy 
name  for  gum  trouble,  is  way  ahead 
of  decay  as  the  No.  1  cause  of  tooth 
loss  among  adults.  Right  now,  ac- 
cording to  N.I.D.R.,  an  estimated 
94  million  persons — that's  more  than 
40  percent  of  the  entire  population — 
are  suffering  from  the  problem  in 
varying  degrees  of  severity!  And  of 
the  23  million  totally  toothless 
Americans,  "a  large  portion  can 
blame  periodontal  disease." 

What  is  it,  actually?  Masses  of 
bacteria  accumulate  on  the  teeth, 
especially  at  the  gumline,  and  start 
their  invasion  of  the  soft  tissue,  caus- 
ing infections  as  they  proceed.  Left 
untreated,  the  gums  gradually  be- 
come detached  from  the  teeth  and 
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pus-filled  pouches  develop.  As  the 
gums  recede,  some  of  the  roots  of  the 
teeth  become  exposed.  Eventually, 
the  connective  tissue  fibres  which 
fasten  the  teeth  to  the  bone  are  de- 
stroyed, and  most  of  the  tooth  sock- 
et itself  disintegrates.  The  tooth 
loosens  and  the  inevitable  finale  is 
the  ominous  "sit  back  now"  as  the 
dentist  approaches  with  the  forceps. 

So  far,  scientists  have  indicated 
a  number  of  causes,  among  them 
poor  nutrition,  hereditary  lack  of  re- 
sistance, physical  stress  from  uneven 
teeth,  bad  chewing  and  tooth  grind- 
ing habits  and  imbalances  in  the 
body's  system  as  a  result  of  diabetes 
and  other  diseases. 

So  much  for  the  bad  news.  The 
good  news  is  that  periodontal  disease 
can  be  entirely  prevented  and,  if 
caught  early  enough,  stopped  dead 
in  its  tracks  and  cured. 

There  are  three  key  steps  to  ward- 
ing it  off. 

1.  Check  for  plaque.  Without 
realizing  it,  your  teeth  may  be 
loaded  with  those  dangerous  bacter- 
ia masses,  commonly  called  plaque. 
A  little  dab  of  ordinary  quick-disap- 
pearing food  coloring,  applied  with  a 
cotton  swab,  stains  them  and  shows 
you  clearly  where  they  lie.  You  can 
also  chew  a  "disclosing  tablet"  avail- 
able at  drug  stores. 

2.  Get  acquainted  with  floss  or 
tape.  Germs  and  food  particles  can 
be  removed  by  flossing. 

Caution:  if  your  gums  bleed  easily 
during  the  flossing  process,  that 
means  periodontal  disease  has  gotten 
a  start.  Better  call  the  dentist. 

3.  Brush,  but  not  the  way  you've 
probably  been  doing  it  all  your  life. 
Instead  of  scrubbing  vigorously  back 
and  forth,  hold  your  toothbrush  at  a 
45-degree  angle  and  use  a  rotary  mo- 
tion at  the  point  where  your  teeth 
meet  your  gums.  All  of  the  inner  and 
outer  surfaces  of  all  teeth  should  get 
the  same  circular  treatment,  and  at 
that  same  vital  gumline  juncture. 
You  may  have  to  use  the  heel  of  the 
brush  to  get  at  the  back  of  the  front 
teeth,  and  the  chewing  surfaces  of 
the  molars  should  be  tackled  with 
short  back  and  forth  strokes.  A  tip: 
brushing  the  rough  upper  surface  of 
the  tongue,  where  debris  and  bac- 
teria tend  to  collect,  may  end  bad 
breath,  not  uncommon  among  gum 
disease  victims.

If  periodontal  disease  has  reached 
an  advanced  stage,  there's  still  much 
specialists  can  do,  though  it  takes 
time  and  isn't  cheap.  Specialists  can 
clean  away  diseased  tissue  and  bone, 
and  splint  or  join  together  loosened 
teeth.  The  idea  is  to  strengthen 
them  by  spreading  the  force  of  chew- 
ing until  new  bone  can  grow  and 
grab  the  teeth  firmly. 

In  certain  cases,  the  periodontist 
can  remove  a  small  section  of  the 
palate  and  "replant"  it  with  tiny 
stitches  over  the  area  where  diseased 
gum  had  to  be  cut  away,  exposing 
the  root.  These  grafts,  reports  Dr. 
Smigel,  have  a  high  rate  of  success. 
In  another  grafting  variation,  the 
dentist  can  "slide"  healthy  gum  tis- 
sue from  *  an  adjoining  area  to  a 
weaker  zone,  where  it  regenerates. 

What's  up  ahead?  That  tooth  de- 
cay vaccine,  just  a  glimmer  in  the 
distance  only  a  few  years  back  is 
closer  than  ever.  Dr.  William  H. 
Bowen,  who  heads  up  the  decay  pre- 
vention and  research  division  of  the 
N.I.D.R.,  believes  we'll  have  it  be- 
fore the  close  of  the  1980s. 

The  culprit  in  decay  has  been 
identified  as  a  microbe  named  strep- 
tococcus mutans,  which  thrives  and 
multiplies  in  the  mouth.  Knock  off 
s.  mutans  and  you  will  prevent  de- 
cay in  the  same  way  as  the  polio  vac- 
cine destroys  the  dread  virus  that 
causes  that  crippling  disease. 

Tests  on  monkeys,  rats  and  ham- 
sters have  been  enormously  encour- 
aging. At  Notre  Dame  University, 
treated  rats  had  less  decay  than 
untreated  ones  and  some  were  cav- 
ity free.  And  now,  tests  on  human 
volunteers  are  showing  good  results. 
The  N.I.D.R.,  not  given  to  loud  tub- 
thumping  on  anything,  says  in  its  re- 
strained way  that  these  experiments 
"show  bright  prospects"  for  a  vaccine. 

Some  day  periodontists  will  be 
able  to  prevent  gum  disease  entirely 
through  the  use  of  prostaglandins. 
These  are  a  recently  developed  class 
of  natural  drugs  which  are  exciting 
the  medical  world.  Derived  from 
hormones  produced  in  the  body, 
prostaglandins  are  among  the  most 
versatile  and  potent  chemicals  yet 
discovered.  The  potential  applica- 
tions are  vast,  and  among  them  is 
the  prevention  of  gum  inflammation, 
the  initial  sign  of  periodontal  dis- 
ease. Don't  ask  for  it  yet  because 


it  hasn't  come  off  the  drawing 
boards,  but  researchers  in  a  number 
of  labs  believe  it  will  be  ready  in 
about  a  decade. 

There  are  still  mixed  reviews  on 
implants.  This  is  the  technique  of 
imbedding  metal  supports  into  the 
bone  and  anchoring  individual  teeth 
or  an  entire  plate  on  them  perma- 
nently. When  it  works  teeth  function 
almost  like  natural  ones,  plates  stay- 
ing in  the  mouth  instead  of  a  glass 
of  water  overnight.  Still,  although 
the  technique  has  worked  well  in 
many  cases,  Dr.  David  D.  Scott  of 
the  N.I.D.R.  is  skeptical.  "At  pres- 
ent," he  says,  "we  don't  recommend 
them  for  general  use."  More  study  is 
needed  on  the  various  types  of  mate- 
rials best  suited  for  them  and  how 
much  bone  is  necessary  to  support 
them. 

Transplanting  a  tooth  from  one 
individual  to  another  is  another  in- 
novation but  so  far  studies  show  that, 
on  average,  it  remains  only  four 
years  in  its  new  surroundings.  That's 
because  they  haven't  yet  solved  the 
problem  of  rejection  by  the  host 
body.  Much  more  successful  has 
been  transplanting  an  individual's 
own  teeth  from  one  part  of  the 
mouth  to  another,  such  as  removing 
an  unerupted  wisdom  tooth  and  plac- 
ing it  in  a  socket  from  which  a  molar 
has  been  extracted. 

Replants,  placing  a  tooth  back  in 
its  socket  after  it  has  been  knocked 
out  in  an  accident,  have  a  high  de- 
gree of  success  if  done  within  a  half 
hour.  But  it  must  be  in  one  piece.  If 
this  happens,  wash  it  quickly  if 
there's  water  around  and  stick  it  back 
into  its  own  socket  yourself.  Then 
rush  to  the  dentist.  If  you  can't, 
wrap  it  in  a  handkerchief  and  take 
off.  Remember,  though,  that  the  cells 
on  the  root's  surface,  which  are  vital 
for  refixing  the  tooth,  have  a  short 
life  span  out  in  the  air. 

Yes,  things  they  are  a-changing  in 
dentistry.  Remember  when  the 
Tooth  Fairy  used  to  leave  a  dime 
under  a  kid's  pillow  for  each  lost 
baby  tooth?  Rosemary  Wells  of  the 
Northwestern  University  School  of 
Dentistry  in  a  nationwide  survey  of 
400  youngsters  reported  they  now 
average  660  per  tooth,  with  some 
parents  shelling  out  as  much  as  $5 
for  just  one!  Just  goes  to  show,  you 
never  can  tell  where  inflation  will 
bite.  ©

would  be  proud  of,  a  panorama  of 
nostalgia  where  you're  encompassed 
by  the  sights  and  sounds  and  over- 
whelming sensations  of  railroading. 
An  array  of  images  flashed  on  100 
ingeniously  designed  projection 
cubes  is  accompanied  by  the  sound 
of  a  lonely  whistle  blowing,  the 
chugging  of  a  locomotive  pulling  up 
a  long  grade,  a  clanging  signal. 

Vintage  locomotives  have  been 
restored  to  their  original  catalog 
luster.  They  display  colors  that  no 
Amtrak  passenger  today  can  quite 
believe — a  reminder  of  days  when 
locomotives  were  pampered,  lavished 
with  love  and  vivid  paint  jobs.  Driv- 
er spokes  were  fire  red,  drive  rods 
were  silvered.  Gleaming  brasswork 
was  universal.  A  train  was  some- 
thing to  be  proud  of. 

No  less  venerated  was  the  visor- 
capped  man  at  the  throttle.  Perhaps 
no  occupation  has  ever  captivated 
the  American  fancy  as  did  that  of 
the  locomotive  engineer.  "There  was 
a  fascination  about  railroading  that 
hard  work  and  low  pay  could  not 
dim,"  recalled  engineer  Ted  Custer 
in  1940.  "The  thrill  of  holding  up 
steam  on  a  laboring  locomotive  with 
the  throttle  wide  open  never  became 
commonplace.  The  flying  switch  at 
the  summit  held  more  than  a  hint  of 
disaster,  and  the  threat  of  a  broken 
freight  train  running  wild  down  the 
grade  against  us  was  only  too  often 
transformed  into  reality." 

But  it  wasn't  the  locomotive  alone. 
Few  thrills  could  surpass  the  won- 
ders of  riding  in  George  Pullman's 
hotel  on  wheels.  And  no  less  civi- 
lized, certainly,  was  the  special  ele- 
gance of  lunch  on  the  diner — the 
starched  linens,  the  heavy  silver,  the 
ministrations  of  the  solicitous  waiter. 

The  luxuries  aboard  the  cross- 
country "candy  trains"  were  much 
the  same  as  found  in  grand  hotels, 
limited  only  by  the  imagination  of 
management.  On  the  Northern  Pa- 
cific's Oriental  Limited,  for  example, 
the  steward  served  high  tea  from  a 
silver  service  every  afternoon,  in  the 
finest  English  tradition,  aided  by  a 
retinue  of  maidens  bearing  water- 
cress sandwiches  and  small  cakes. 

The  grandiloquent  Sunset  Limited, 
billed  by  Southern  Pacific  as  its 
Grand  Hotel  on  Rails,  departed  New 
Orleans  at  noon,  and  promptly  served 
a  lunch  of  fresh  Louisiana  crayfish 
as  the  train  sped  across  the  Missis- 


sippi bound  for  Los  Angeles. 

On  the  Santa  Fe  Deluxe  it  was  the 
custom  to  give  pigskin  wallets  to 
gentlemen  passengers.  Another  Santa 
Fe  train,  the  Super  Chief  (which 
made  its  maiden  run  in  1936),  at- 
tained fame  of  a  sort  as  a  rolling 
palace  for  film  celebrities,  who  ar- 
rived and  departed  at  the  Los 
Angeles  terminal  amidst  hampers  of 
champagne  and  bon  voyage  roses, 
press  agents,  reporters  and  photog- 
raphers. Variety  regularly  listed  the 
daily  arrivals  and  departures  of  stars 
like  Myrna  Loy  and  Douglas  Fair- 
banks, so  that  riding  the  Chief  be- 
came a  status  symbol  like  head  wait- 
er recognition. 

Those  were  the  days! 

Trains  went  everywhere.  It  wasn't 
just  to  the  nearest  big  city  terminal, 
like  the  airports  today.  The  tracks 
went  right  to  the  canyon,  or  the 
mountain  top,  or  the  hotel.  And  if 
there  was  no  hotel  where  people 
wanted  to  go,  the  railroad  built  one. 

At  Redondo  Beach,  CA,  the  Santa 
Fe  tracks  went  right  out  on  the  beach 
and  stopped  at  the  bath  house  of  the 
Redondo  Hotel. 

When  the  economy  turned  sour  in 
the  1930s  and  the  Great  Depression 
put  a  kink  in  travel,  Union  Pacific 
put  on  a  new  train,  the  Challenger, 
where  fares  were  modest  but  the  ser- 
vice grand,  and  a  pretty  nurse /stew- 
ardess was  on  hand  to  give  comfort 
and  aid,  help  Mom  feed  the  kids,  and 
point  out  the  wonders  of  the  passing 
scenery.  (One  of  the  wonders  was 
Union  Pacific's  own  development, 
Sun  Valley,  ID.)  More  than  100  fan 
letters  a  week  poured  in  to  Union 
Pacific  for  the  popular  stewardesses; 
one  man  wrote  he  was  making  the 
stewardess  the  beneficiary  of  his  life 
insurance. 

These  were  the  golden  years,  the 
wonderful  days  of  Limiteds,  Ex- 
presses, Specials  and  Flyers — years 
that  will  not  come  again  to  railroad- 
ing. They  lasted  from  the  turn  of  the 
century  to  1941,  when  luxury  crum- 
bled under  the  impact  of  war. 

By  1942,  the  railroads  themselves 
had  gone  to  war.  No  longer  was  the 
lonesome  locomotive  whistle  in  the 
night  just  a  pleasant  inducement  to 
sweet  melancholy.  "All  over  Ameri- 
ca the  nation's  railroads  are  clicking 
off  a  steel-on-steel  chant  of  win-the- 
war,  win-the-war,"  reported  Life 
Magazine  in  March  1942. 
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Boxcars  became  bedrooms  for 
stacked  soldiers.  Baggage  cars  were 
turned  into  mobile  kitchens.  Pull- 
man space  for  two  was  stretched  to 
space  for  three — one  man  in  the  up- 
per, two  in  the  lower.  The  less  fortu- 
nate slept  sitting  up  in  passenger 
cars,  three  or  four  to  a  seat.  New  re- 
cruits even  slept  in  the  overhead. 

Songwriters  caught  the  spirit  of 
nostalgia  and  immortalized  Ameri- 
ca's love  affair  with  the  train  in 
songs  like  "Chattanooga  Choo  Choo," 
"On  the  Atchison,  Topeka  and  Santa 
Fe"  and  "Blues  in  the  Night." 

But  the  time  of  conflict  came  to 
an  end.  Soldiers  picked  up  their  dis- 
charge papers  and  caught  the  train 
for  home.  For  many,  it  was  perhaps 
the  last  time  they  ever  rode  a  train. 
After  the  war,  railroading  was  never 
quite  the  same  again.  The  country 
had  a  new  love — the  automobile. 

And  still  one  railroad,  Western 
Pacific,  had  unshakable  optimism.  In 
1947,  it  installed  the  Zephyr  Vista 
Dome  through  the  Colorado  Rockies 
and  California's  Feather  River  Can- 
yon. It  was  a  luxury  train  in  every 
respect.  In  the  dining  room  fresh 
carnations,  snowy  linen  and  spar- 
kling silverware  complemented  a 
menu  of  delicacies  such  as  trout  and 
venison.  Seats  in  the  Vista  Dome 
section  were  all  extra  seats,  unre- 
served, available  to  anyone  who 
wanted  to  climb  the  stairs  and  spend 
an  afternoon  in  a  glass  bubble  watch- 
ing some  of  the  most  beautiful  scen- 
ery God  ever  created. 

During  the  late  1960s,  the  famed 
streamliner  began  to  show  her  age. 
The  polished  silver  and  flowers  on 
the  diner  tables  helped  retain  her 
dignity.  But  she  was  the  victim  of 
the  jet  age  and  freeways.  It  had  been 
the  "most  talked  about  train  in 
America."  Dwight  Eisenhower  had 
been  a  passenger,  so  had  Harry  Tru- 
man, King  Faisal  of  Iraq,  and  other 
notables  and  movie  stars. 

People  were  tired  of  railroads; 
they  wanted  something  new.  There 
were  few  who  still  remembered  the 
beautiful  Daylight  Limited  pulling 
out  of  Los  Angeles  northbound,  or 
the  Grand  Canyon  Limited  scream- 
ing through  the  Cajon  Pass.  There 
was  a  disastrous  decline  in  passen- 
ger traffic  that  put  a  strain  on  rail- 
road revenue  everywhere. 

So  it  was  a  gift  from  heaven  when

the  government  formed  Amtrak  and 
offered  to  take  the  failing  passenger 
service  off  the  hands  of  the  rail- 
roads, leaving  them  free  to  enjoy  the 
more  lucrative  freight  business. 

The  paradox  is  that  passenger 
trains  are  experiencing  a  fantastic 
resurgence  in  public  demand.  Rider- 
ship  has  increased  tenfold  on  some 
routes.  More  than  600  Amtrak  trains 
were  completely  sold  out  by  April 
for  summer  travel  in  1981,  and  more 
than  13,000  customers  were  put  on 
waiting  lists.  In  August  1980  alone, 
Amtrak  turned  away  400,000  re- 
quests for  tickets  on  just  three  of  its 
western  routes. 

A  star  witness  in  the  case  for 
trains  is  the  electrically  powered 
Japanese  train  they  call  the  "Bul- 
let." The  Japanese  point  out  that  the 
Bullet  saved  the  nation  more  than 
40  million  barrels  of  oil  in  a  single 
year,  over  and  above  the  gasoline 
that  would  have  been  used  if  passen- 
gers had  used  their  own  cars.  On 
today's  market,  that's  $1.2  billion. 

Even  the  private  railway  car  is 
back  on  the  scene.  It's  not  for  the 
average  man,  of  course.  For  starters, 
it  costs  about  $100,000  for  the  car, 
$2  a  mile  to  be  hooked  up  and  hauled 
by  Amtrak  on  scheduled  passenger 
runs,  and  $100  just  to  park  it  in  a 
station  overnight.  But  for  the  man 
who  counts  his  pocket  money  in  $100 
bills,  it's  transportation  in  Great 
Gatsby  splendor. 

But  rich  or  poor,  the  fascination 
of  railroad  travel  remains  the  same. 
Says  Roy  Thorpe,  a  42-year-old  self- 
made  millionaire  who  owns  a  1926 
private  railway  car,  "When  you  fly, 
you're  nowhere.  The  world  below  is 
lilliputian  and  the  service  is  imper- 
sonal. On  a  train,  it's  the  sound  of 
the  locomotive,  the  landscape,  the 
faces  along  the  track  that  put  me  in 
touch  with  something  real." 

His  sentiments  aren't  far  removed 
from  the  reminiscences  of  an  old 
trainman  visiting  the  new  railroad 
museum  in  Sacramento.  Giving  a 
fond  pat  to  the  caboose's  wood-burn- 
ing stove,  his  voice  held  a  touch  of 
melancholy  as  he  recalled  old  times. 
"I've  cooked  lots  of  coffee  on  one  of 
these  .  .  .  drank  it  with  old  friends 
.  .  .  rolling  along  the  track  on  the 
run  to  Portland  .  .  .  listening  to  the 
whistle  as  she  rounded  a  curve  into 
a  crossing.  All  gone."  q

rehabilitation,  we  continue  to  focus 
on  the  needs  of  America's  veterans  for 
adequate  health  care,  disability  com- 
pensation and  burial  benefits.  We 
continue  to  fight  the  battle  for  Viet- 
nam veterans  on  all  fronts,  and  we 
have  demonstrated  our  commitment 
to  an  appropriate  monument  to  their 
service  in  Southeast  Asia — a  symbol 
of  the  nation's  recognition  of  their 
sacrifice. 

What  we  have  freely  given  on  be- 
half of  the  nation's  veterans  of  all 
wars  is  substantial,  indeed;  what  we 
receive,  however,  is  far  more  than  we 
give.  We  receive  a  stronger  nation 
which  is  respected  in  the  eyes  of  its 
citizens;  a  government  rightly  ac- 
cepting its  responsibility  to  honor 
the  promises  made  when  young  men 
were  called  into  military  service.  We 
bestow  a  gift  of  fealty  and  compas- 
sion; we  receive  a  more  moral, 
righteous  nation. 


Do  these  efforts  give  us 
anything  in  return? 


We  are  giving  of  ourselves  through 
exhaustive  legislative  action  in  Wash- 
ington, action  that  cuts  across  the  en- 
tire spectrum  of  issues  concerning 
Americans.  What  we  receive  is  a  body 
of  law  responsive  to  the  basic  needs  of 
our  society  and  a  system  of  protective 
legislation  that  upholds  the  economic 
and  international  strength  of  the 
United  States. 

Our  programs  and  concerns,  of 
course,  are  vast,  but  one  other  has  a 
special  place  in  my  heart  since  it  was 
the  area  which  first  drew  me  into  the 
Legion:  youth  programs.  The  Ameri- 
can Legion  heeds  God's  injunction  to 
care  for  the  children.  Perhaps  no  time 
is  more  appropriate  than  Christmas 
to  remind  ourselves  of  our  collective 
and  individual  commitment  to  the 
nation's  youth. 

We  support  efforts  to  assist  fi- 
nancially the  families  of  children 
with  catastrophic  illnesses.  We  pro- 
mote and  support  efforts  to  identify 
hearing  problems  in  the  very  young 
and  to  prevent  speech  and  psycholog- 
ical problems  that  might  result  from 
the  failure  to  detect  that  deficiency 
early.  We  advocate  full  support  for 


programs  of  immunization  against 
childhood  diseases,  and  we  support 
research  into  the  causes  of  devas- 
tating childhood  illnesses. 

We  oppose  in  the  most  vigorous 
and  resolute  fashion  the  exposure  of 
our  nation's  youth  to  drugs  and  alco- 
hol, and  their  merciless,  inexcusable 
exploitation  at  the  hands  of  the  vilest 
kind  of  adult,  the  child  pornog- 
rapher.  And,  of  course,  we  continue 
to  support  such  vital  programs  as 
Special  Olympics,  the  Oratorical 
Contest,  Boys  Nation,  The  Boy 
Scouts  of  America  and  American 
Legion  Baseball — programs  that  in- 
still enduring  values  and  strong 
character. 

Do  these  efforts  give  us  any- 
thing in  return? 

Of  course  they  do,  perhaps  in  the 
most  meaningful  way  of  all.  For 
when  we  look  into  the  faces  of 
America's  youth  and  see  shining 
there  a  radiant  health  of  body  and 
mind,  we  glimpse  a  vision  of  the 
future.  Into  their  hands  we  will  de- 
liver our  country,  and  through  our 
efforts  a  generation  of  Americans  will 
mature  with  the  values  and  concerns 
that  are  ours,  that  were  those  of 
our  forefathers,  and  which  still  rep- 
resent the  greatest  hope  for  a 
troubled  world. 

They  give  back  to  us  the  certainty 
that  all  we  have  worked  for  through- 
out our  national  life  will  not  fall  by 
the  wayside. 

Yes,  fellow  Legionnaires,  The 
American  Legion's  tradition  of  giving 
is  inextricably  entwined  in  the  fabric 
of  this  God-fearing  republic.  It  is  for 
each  of  us  to  work  together  to  estab- 
lish— or  to  improve — our  own  tra- 
dition of  giving  and  sharing  in  a 
year-long  celebration  of  the  true 
spirit  of  Christmas. 

Once  again,  I  will  soon  take  out 
my  furred  costume,  pull  on  those 
familiar  black  boots  and  slip  behind 
the  white  whiskers  of  my  own 
personal  tradition.  As  I  do,  I  will 
know  that  what  I  give  pales  beside 
what  I  receive. 

During  this  season  of  joy  and 
life,  I  urge  you  to  take  on  the  trap- 
pings of  your  own  tradition  of  giving. 
If  you  have  none,  find  one.  Join 
with  your  fellow  Legionnaires  in  their 
vital  business  of  caring  and  sharing, 
and  you  will  quickly  rediscover  the 
eternal  message  of  Christmas.

tured  German  soldiers." 

The  Nazi  soldiers,  at  first 
astounded,  recovered  and  began  rib- 
bing the  general.  "But,"  McAuliffe 
recalled,  "there  was  no  arrogance, 
no  nastiness.  It  was  almost  like  a 
football  coach  going  into  an  arch- 
rival's  dressing  room  and  being  told 
his  boys  won't  win  the  conference 
championship.  One  kid — he  couldn't 
have  been  more  than  18 — said  to 
me:  'We'll  be  out  of  here  soon,  Gen- 
eral, and  you'll  be  in.'  Another  said: 
Tt's  nice  and  cozy  here,  General. 
You'll  like  it  here!'  Said  a  third: 
'We'll  be  in  Antwerp  in  a  few  days.'  " 

McAuliffe  stood  there  smiling  un- 
til the  POWs  quieted  down,  then  he 
said  to  them  with  all  sincerity:  "I 
just  came  in  to  wish  you  all  a  Merry 
Christmas.  Merry  Christmas!" 

Amid  total  silence,  he  turned  and 
left  the  enclosure.  As  he  reached  the 
gate,  he  heard  the  POWs  shouting 
behind  him,  "Merry  Christmas,  Gen- 
eral." Interspersed  was  the  German 
greeting,  "Frohliche  Weichnachten." 

The  Spirit  of  Christmas  .  .  . 

Bastogne's  only  hospital  was  lo- 
cated in  the  Mande-St.  Etienne  re- 
gion in  the  western  part  of  the  town. 
On  the  19th  of  December,  German 
raiding  parties  had  seized  the  build- 
ing, killed  or  captured  practically 
all  of  the  medical  company  and 
emptied  it  of  all  usable  supplies — 
x-ray  equipment,  blood,  antibiotics 
and  other  drugs,  even  kitchen  facili- 
ties. Only  44  GIs  and  eight  officers 
managed  to  flee. 

As  a  result,  McAuliffe  was  left 
with  only  a  few  first  aid  stations  to 
care  for  the  constantly  increasing 
number  of  wounded  GIs  and,  of 
course,  the  sick  civilian  residents.  A 
call  went  out  for  civilian  volunteers 
and  Renee  Le  Maire  stepped  for- 
ward. A  graduate  nurse,  she  had 
somehow  escaped  when  the  Germans 
rifled  the  hospital.  Renee,  25,  was  a 
beautiful  woman  with  dark  hair  and 
eyes,  the  daughter  of  a  hardware 
store  owner  in  town. 

"Renee  would  have  worked  hard 
at  any  time  of  the  year,"  McAuliffe 
said,  "but  the  Spirit  of  Christmas 
had  risen  in  her  and  she  worked 
three  times  as  hard.  She  converted 
her  own  small  house  into  a  make- 
shift hospital  where  she  cared  for  as 
many  GIs  as  she  could  crowd  in.  She 
worked  incessantly,  day  and  night, 
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never  resting. 

"Somehow,  supplies  and  equip- 
ment appeared.  Don't  ask  me  from 
where.  Renee  scrounged  and  found 
them,  that's  all  I  know.  She  hovered 
over  her  wounded,  helped  them  write 
Christmas  messages  to  their  folks. 
They  were  crazy  about  her.  I'd  go 
into  the  house  from  time  to  time  and 
she  would  smile  and  call  out,  'Merry 
Christmas,  General.'  " 

On  Christmas  Eve,  at  about  three 
in  the  afternoon,  the  Germans 
mounted  a  major  attack.  A  shell 
struck  the  little  house,  shattering  it 
into  rubble.  Instantly,  the  entire 
place  was  enveloped  by  flames. 
Renee  and  every  one  of  her  wounded 
GIs  perished  inside. 

Years  later,  McAuliffe  returned 
to  Bastogne  to  be  honored  by  the 
city.  Cattle  grazed  in  the  once-battle 
torn  fields.  A  U.S.  Sherman  tank 
stood  in  the  town  square  bearing  a 
memorial  plaque  and  there  is  now  a 
"Nuts"  Museum  where  visitors  can 
see  mementoes  of  the  great  siege. 

On  that  visit,  McAuliffe  made  it  a 
point  to  ask  for  Renee's  father,  Gus- 
tav.  He  was  still  alive,  still  running 
his  hardware  store.  The  two  men  sat 
alone  and  talked  quietly  for  an  hour 
about  the  vivacious  young  girl  who 
had  given  so  much. 

"Renee  was  a  true  heroine  of  Bas- 
togne," the  general  told  me.  "She 
gave  her  life  that  Christmas  Eve 
with  her  wounded  soldiers.  There  is 
no  doubt  in  my  mind,  nor  will  there 
ever  be,  that  the  Spirit  was  with  her 
that  week." 

The  Spirit  of  Christmas  .  .  . 
At  noon  on  the  25th,  a  sudden 
quiet  descended  on  Bastogne.  For 
nine  hours,  the  Germans  had  bom- 
barded and  attacked.  Some  of  their 
tanks  had  penetrated  the  western 
defenses  and  were  moving  forward 
before  they  were  flung  back.  There 
were  heavy  losses  on  both  sides. 

"The  cook  set  about  preparing 
Christmas  dinner  for  the  troops," 
McAuliffe  said.  "From  somewhere, 
they  had  come  up  with  a  quantity  of 
flour  and  a  lot  of  rabbits.  They  fixed 
these  into  pancakes  and  a  stew. 
There  was  also  another  real  delicacy. 
Some  ingenious  scroungers  had  dis- 
covered cans  of  applesauce  and  our 
bakers  used  that  and  the  flour  to 
bake  some  pies.  With  hot  GI  coffee, 
it  made  a  pretty  good  Yuletide  meal 
Continued . . .

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for  the  men,  especially  since  we  were 
nearly  out  of  K-rations." 

Later,  the  general  was  driving 
past  the  Hotel  Le  Brun  on  the  Rue 
de  Marche  when  his  eyes  caught 
something  shiny  through  a  front  win- 
dow, one  of  the  few  left  unshattered. 
The  Le  Brun,  a  small  but  elegant 
hostelry  near  a  market  square,  was 
the  command  post  of  the  Combat 
Command  B  of  the  10th  Armored. 
He  stopped  and  went  inside. 

In  the  dining  room  was  an  eight- 
foot  Christmas  tree  on  which  the 
GIs  had  strung  homemade  ornaments 
of  twisted  foil,  cut-out  figures  from 
K-ration  containers  and  a  few  chil- 
dren's dolls.  McAuliffe  remained  for 
a  few  minutes,  chatting  with  the 
men,  then  bade  them  a  Merry 
Christmas  and  left.  Not  long  after,  a 
shell  burst  at  one  end  of  the  hotel, 
damaging  the  dining  room  and 
knocking  over  the  tree.  One  of  the 
dolls  lay  on  the  floor,  its  face 
chipped  and  legs  shattered. 

When  McAuliffe  returned  to  the 
hotel  to  see  how  bad  things  were 
after  the  bomb  hit,  he  saw  the  sol- 
diers lined  up  solemnly  in  the  dining 
room  as  one  of  them  pinned  a  Purple 
Heart  on  the  wounded  little  doll. 

The  Spirit  of  Christmas  ... 

"We  had  our  own  tree  at  my  head- 
quarters," McAuliffe  recalled,  "and 
our  own  holiday  dinner  too.  They 
were  special,  all  right,  though  noth- 
ing like  the  ones  back  home. 

"Our  tree  wasn't  nearly  so'  splen- 
did as  the  one  at  the  Le  Brun.  Ours 
was  only  about  a  foot  high  and  may- 
be a  couple  of  feet  across.  It  was 
decorated  with  a  few  real  orna- 
ments, though  it  beats  me  where  the 
staff  got  them.  It  was  strung  with 
tinsel,  which  was  just  some  artisti- 
cally cut  tin  from  discarded  C-ration 
cans  and,  on  the  bent  top,  someone 
put  a  big  star  cut  from  cardboard 
— the  Star  of  Bethlehem. 

"Our  Christmas  dinner  was  bacon 
and  powdered  eggs,  cheese,  a  meat 
loaf  and  coffee.  Please  don't  ask  me 
what  was  in  the  loaf.  I  didn't  ask 
then  and  I  don't  want  to  know  now. 
All  I  remember  is  that  the  cook  did 
himself  proud.  It  was  all  served  on  a 
white  tablecloth,  stretched  across 
an  old  wooden  table." 

The  dinner,  in  the  basement  of  a 
Belgian  barracks,  lasted  a  half-hour. 
It  was  a  somber  affair  with  no  jol- 


lity, no  songs,  just  serious  talk  about 
the  battle.  Yet,  McAuliffe  looked 
back  upon  it  as  one  of  the  finest 
he  had  ever  known. 

"We  were  the  saddest-looking 
bunch  of  sacks  you  ever  saw,"  he 
said,  "sitting  around  an  even  sadder- 
looking  tree.  But  that  little  tree, 
with  its  Star  of  Bethlehem  on  top, 
proved  to  me,  and  to  all  of  us,  that 
Christmas  makes  its  presence  known 
and  felt  wherever  man  may  be.  It 
emerges  even  in  the  midst  of  the 
evil  of  war — and  that  is  a  message 
of  the  most  profound  importance." 

The  Spirit  of  Christmas  .  .  . 

Late  in  the  afternoon  of  Decem- 
ber 25th,  the  most  vicious  assault  so 
far,  launched  from  the  west,  had 
been  flung  back  with  heavy  losses  on 
both  sides. 

"I  was  filled  with  a  great  feeling 
of  thankfulness  to  God,"  the  general 
said.  "I  hadn't  planned  to  go  to  mass 
on  that  day,  but  I  happened  on  this 
large  and  imposing  home  with  a 
steeple-like  roof  on  my  way  to  the 
CP.  I  knew  the  priest  and  could  see 
him  inside  and  I  felt  I  should  go  in." 

McAuliffe  entered  the  building.  It 
was  filled  to  capacity  with  civilians. 
He  knelt  and  gave  thanks  to  God  as 
the  guns  still,  rumbled  in  the  dis- 
tance. 

Meanwhile,  to  the  south,  the  4th 
Armored  was  driving  forward  to  re- 
lieve Bastogne.  They  engaged  the 
Germans  late  on  the  afternoon  of  the 
26th  and  broke  through  four  miles 
south  of  Bastogne — victorious. 

The  following  morning — after  his 
first  good  night's  sleep  in  a  week — 
McAuliffe  walked  out  of  his  head- 
quarters in  the  Belgian  cantonment 
and  his  eyes  fell  on  a  splotch  of 
green  in  a  corner.  It  was  the  scrubby 
little  Christmas  tree  from  the  dining 
room.  The  metallic  tinsel  was  still 
on  it,  and  the  cardboard  star,  bare- 
ly visible  in  the  snow,  was  still  at- 
tached. He  paused  for  a  moment  and 
looked.  Even  there,  tossed  aside  and 
left  to  wither,  the  general  saw  in  it 
the  message  it  was  intended  to  de- 
liver. 

"It  was,"  he  said,  "the  message  of 
hope  everlasting  in  the  darkest  of 
hours.  The  same  message  of  hope 
that  comes  to  people  on  God's  earth 
at  Christmas  time  wherever  they 
may  be  and  whatever  troubles  life 
has  brought  upon  them."

failure  for  all  vets.  And  that's  where 
the  fight  is  joined  today. 

The  present  administration  is  not 
enamored  with  CETA  and  proposes 
a  block-grant-to-states  .  approach. 
Congress  and  the  Department  of 
Labor  are  beginning  to  take  a  hard 
look,  with  DOL  soliciting  the  support 
and  assistance  of  the  Legion's  Eco- 
nomic Division.  Likewise,  Congress 
has  asked  for  Legion  help,  which 
has  resulted,  just  this  year,  in  four 
Congressional  appearances  and  six 
Congressional  statements — all  con- 
demning CETA  and  stating  that  vet- 
erans, especially  Vietnam  veterans, 
must  be  given  meaningful  employ- 
ment programs. 

Mandated  by  20  of  the  current  48 
approved  Economic  resolutions  deal- 
ing with  the  Veterans  Employment 
Service  and  Vietnam  veteran  em- 
ployment and  training  programs,  the 
Economic  Division  will  be  in  the  eye 
of  the  storm  in  future  legislative  con- 
siderations. 

But  our  commitment  to  full  vet- 
erans employment  as  enunciated  in 
1919  does  not  end  with  external  ef- 
forts. The  true  cornerstone  is  what  is 
done  internally  by  all  Posts  and  mem- 
bers. In  1970,  the  Legion's  "Jobs  for 
Veterans"  program  was  designed  and 
promoted  as  a  prolific  local  veterans 
employment  effort.  In  conjunction 
with  the  Economic  Division's  three 
awards  programs,  Legion  Depart- 
ments were  to  sponsor  job  fairs, 
appoint  employment  chairmen  on  all 
Department  levels  and  intensify 
their  efforts  to  ensure  full  veterans 
employment. 

As  commendable  as  the  intent  be- 
hind that  program  was,  very  few  De- 
partments actually  participated,  with 
no  Department  programs  in  the  last 
five  years.  This  is  indeed  ironic  be- 
cause during  the  program's  active 
years  575  Department  job  fairs  were 
held,  with  over  17,000  potential  em- 
ployers participating.  This  activity 
resulted  in  at  least  100,000  veterans 
of  all  wars  being  hired.  And,  as  noted 
earlier,  fewer  than  half  the  Depart- 
ments today  have  employment  chair- 
men. 

But  concepts  must  be  translated 
into  action. 

Veterans  do  not  secure  jobs  by 
merely  talking  about  them.  The  re- 
sponsibility to  find  those  jobs  rests 
with  16,000  Posts  and  2.7  million 
Legionnaires.  »•«

Germans  are  killing  the  wounded  in 
hospitals.  They  are  making  women 
and  children  march  in  front  of  them 
in  order  to  protect  their  tanks.  There 
is  no  exaggeration  in  reports  of 
children  who  are  fighting  and  des- 
troying tanks  with  bottles  of  petrol. 

"We  mothers  see  our  sons  dying  for 
freedom  and  the  Fatherland.  Our 
husbands,  our  sons  and  our  brothers 
are  not  considered  by  the  enemy  to 
be  combatants.  Holy  Father,  no  one 
is  helping  us.  The  Russian  armies, 
which  have  been  for  three  weeks  at 
the  gates  of  Warsaw,  have  not 
advanced  a  step.  The  aid  coming  to 
us  from  Great  Britain  is  insufficient. 
The  world  is  ignorant  of  our  fight. 
God  alone  is  with  us. 

"Holy  Father,  Vicar  of  Christ,  if 


German  action,  and  there  now  ap- 
pears to  be  nothing  we  can  do  to 
assist  them. 

"I  have  long  been  deeply  distressed 
by  our  inability  to  give  adequate  as- 
sistance to  the  heroic  defenders  of 
Warsaw,  and  I  hope  that  we  may  to- 
gether still  be  able  to  help  Poland  to 
be  among  the  victors  in  this  war  with 
the  Nazis." 

Churchill  himself  records  the 
frightful  end.  Moscow  wished  to  have 
the  non-Communist  Poles  destroyed 
to  the  full,  yet  keep  alive  the  idea 
that  they  were  going  to  their  rescue. 
A  fearful  fate  befell  the  population. 

The  Warsaw  Massacre  lasted  for 
more  than  two  months.  The  Polish 
Underground  had  been  forced  to  use 
the  sewers  as  the  only  means  of

you  can  hear  us,  bless  us  Polish 
women  who  are  fighting  for  the 
Church  and  for  freedom." 

On  September  5,  1944,  FDR  wired 
Churchill: 

"Replying  to  your  telegrams,  I  am 
informed  by  my  Office  of  Military 
Intelligence  that  the  fighting  Poles 
have  departed  from  Warsaw  and  that 
the  Germans  are  now  in  full  control. 

"The  problem  of  relief  for  the  Poles 
in  Warsaw  has  therefore  unfortu- 
nately been  solved  by  delay  and  by 


communication.  Here  battle  raged. 
The  Germans  threw  hand  grenades 
and  bombs  into  them.  Churchill  re- 
ported that  "battles  developed  in 
pitch  darkness  between  men  waist 
deep  in  excrement,  fighting  hand  to 
hand  at  times  with  knives  or  drown- 
ing their  opponents  in  the  slime. 
Above  ground,  German  artillery  and 
fighters  set  alight  large  areas  of  the 
city.  I  thought  that  some  of  this  tale 
of  villainy  and  horror  should  reach 
the  world." 


The  population  of  Warsaw  fought 
to  the  death.  Of  the  40,000  men  and 
women  of  the  Polish  Underground, 
15,000  were  killed  outright,  and  near- 
ly all  of  the  others  were  wounded. 
Of  the  million  civilians  of  Warsaw, 
200,000  were  casualties.  As  the  Ger- 
man armies  departed,  Hitler  ordered 
Warsaw  razed.  Over  80  percent  of 
Warsaw  was  reduced  to  rubble. 

On  October  2,  Premier  Mikola- 
jczyk  notified  Churchill  that  the 
Polish  forces  of  Warsaw  were  about 
to  surrender.  In  one  of  the  last  broad- 
casts received  in  London,  the  incred- 
ibly brave  Poles  declared  that  they 
were  dying  but  Warsaw  and  Poland 
would  live: 

"This  is  the  stark  truth.  We  were 
treated  worse  than  Hitler's  satellites, 
worse  than  Italy,  Rumania,  Finland. 
May  God,  Who  is  just,  pass  judgment 
on  the  terrible  injustice  suffered  by 
the  Polish  nation,  and  may  He  punish 
accordingly  all  those  who  are  guilty. 

"Your  heroes  are  the  soldiers  whose 
only  weapons  against  tanks,  planes 
and  guns  were  their  revolvers  and 
bottles  filled  with  petrol.  Your  heroes 
are  the  women  who  tended  the 
wounded  and  carried  messages  under 
fire,  who  cooked  in  bombed  and 
ruined  cellars  to  feed  children  and 
adults,  and  who  soothed  and  com- 
forted the  dying.  Your  heroes  are  the 
children  who  went  on  quietly  play- 
ing among  the  smoldering  ruins. 
These  are  the  people  of  Warsaw. 

"Immortal  is  the  nation  that  can 
muster  such  universal  heroism.  For 
those  who  have  died  have  conquered, 
and  those  who  live  on  will  fight  on, 
will  conquer  and  again  bear  witness 
that  Poland  lives  when  the  Poles 
live." 

Both  the  Nazis  and  the  Com- 
munists made  of  the  Vistula  a  river 
of  blood.  But,  once  again,  Poland 
reminded  the  Communists  that 
"those  who  have  died  have  con- 
quered, and  those  who  live  on  will 
fight  on." 

Today,  magnificent  Poland  again 
bears  witness  that  "Poland  lives  when 
the  Poles  live."  Indeed,  no  matter 
what  the  maps  may  show,  or  the 
Communist  government  of  Poland 
pretends,  Russia  knows  the  Com- 
munists are  separated  from  Poland 
by  an  unbridgeable  "River  of  Blood," 
the  blood  of  the  Katyn  and  the  War- 
saw Massacres.  ©
